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FIRST BREAK COMES 
IN BUILDING TIE-UP 


Emergency Jobs Resumed— 
Other Work To-Day. 


BRICKLAYERS’ UNION BACK 


Employers Believe Plasterers Will Re- 
turn—Si:ns of Weakening 
in Alliance. 


Lewis J. Harding, Chairman of the Press 
Committee of the Building Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association, said last evening that 


enough men had been obtained individual-. 


ly under the arbitration agreement to re- 
sume work on emergency contracts and 
that operations on other buildings would 
begin to-day. The time limit of one week, 
fixed by the employers for the locked-out 
unions to return to work or see their 
places filled, expired yesterday. 

The net result was that before the day 
was over the members of the bricklayers’ 
unions were back in their places, 500 ap- 
plications had been received from electrical 
workers who desired to return, and there 
were evidences that the plasterers might 
be depended upon for favorable action 
within twenty-four hours. There were in- 
dications, too, that several trades connect- 
ed with the Building Trades Alliance were 
weakening. 

The Board of Governors of the Building 
‘Trades Employers’ Association held a meet- 
ing last evening, and after hearing reports 
from the Building Trades’ Club gave out 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, That as the electricians, tile setters, 
carpenters, mosaic workers, and plumbers have 
not this day returned to work, that all mechanics 
of these trades signing the general arbitration 
plan and going to work thereunder will be pro- 
tected in their rights to the fullest extent by the 
Building Trades Employers’ Association. 

In the case of the Plasterers’ Union, the 
Employers’ Association decided to defer the 
carrying out of the terms of the ultimatum 
until to-morrow, as the Plasterers’ Union 
will meet to-night and decide whether it 
will go back to work. This decision was 
the result of a conference yesterday between 
@ committee of the union and representa- 
tives of the Employing Plasterers’ Associa- 
tion. 

Members of the bricklayers’ unions were 
at work yesterday. Union No. 7, the busi- 
ness agent of which, Denis Davis, led the 
last strike of the bricklayers, has voted to 
remain at work. This means that they are 
willing to work with non-union men if the 
places of the strikers cannot be filled with 
union men. The action of this union, it was 
thought, will likely be followed by the 
other unions. 

How many unions in other trades will 
be willing to work with non-union men 
will not be known until after to-morrow. 
‘Although the ultimatum of the employers 
went into effect yesterday, the manning 
of the different buildings where there 
are strikes was deferred until to-day. It 
is known that some of the unions in the 
Building Trades Alliance are not very en- 
thusiastic about holding out any longer, 
and one or two of them may break away 
before the week is over. 

In the meantime the employers will con- 
tinue to hire new men, and ‘f new unions 
in these trades are formed under the arbi- 
tration agreement before any of the old 
unions repent, the members of the later 
‘will be required to join the new unions as 
a condition of obtaining work. 

The Electrical Contractors’ Association 
opened a bureau for the hiring of new men 
yesterday, and had 500 applications for 
‘work. Of these about 300 were selected as 
competent. About 100 carpenters, mtost of 
them non-union men, were hired. 

The strike on the Trinity Building con- 
tinued yesterday, but it was announced 
that work would be resumed there to-day, 
as well as on a number of other buildings. 

The Building Trades Alliance had a 
meeting in the forenoon. There seemed to 
be a lack of enthusiasm, and all that James 
J. Daly, Chairman of the Press Committee, 
would say was that the fight was on and 
would be fought to the end. There was a 
report in circulation that Philip Weinseimey 
had been asked to resign as President of 
the alliance, and had refused to resign. 
Daly declared that the report was untrue. 

There was a report that the’ stonecutters 
were wavering as to the question of remain- 
ing in the Alliance. This the union leaders 
denied. a; 

Lewis J. Harding Chairman of the Press 
Committee of the Employers’ Association, 
said last evening that the employers were 
proceeding with emergency contracts. 

“* As to work on other buildings,’’ he said, 
“it will begin regularly to-morrow. It 
takes some time to start the machinery 
moving. As I said before, the Trinity 
Building will be manned.” 

He said that 700 marble cutters were 
ready to go to work when wanted. The 
marble cutters, however, were not on 
strike or locked out. 

Mr. Harding, in discussing the Prince bil, 
which goes into effect on Sept. 1, and which 
holds the bribe giver and bribe taker 
equally liable, said: 

“We discussed the bill with Mr. Jerome, 
and made the original draft even stronger.” 

Charles L. Eidlitz, President of the Em- 
ployers’ Association, took the stand that 
the bill was not aimed at employers from 
whom money was extorted under duress, to 
avoid strikes or ruin. He said that a man 
who gave money to a highwayman at the 
point of a pistol might as well be liable. 

While a meeting of the Emergency Com- 
mittee of the Employers’ Association was 
in session last evening, committees from 
the Marble Cutters, Brotherhood of Car- 
penters, and Brotherhood of Painters called. 
After leaving they said that they wanted 
to live up to the arbitration plan, but would 
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not do so if the employers‘hired non-union 
men. 

The Plumbers’ Union met late last night 
at Maennerchor Hall and decided to stand 
by the Building Trades Alliance and not go 
to work. ’ 


UNIONS SEEK JEROME’S AID. 


Want Employers Prosecuted for Al- 
leged Conspiracy. 


Counsel for the Building Trades Alliance 
went to the District Attorney’s office yes- 
terday and asked that employers whose 
names they furnished be prosecuted for 
blacklisting some of the members of trades 
affiliated with that organization. They 
also set up an argument that the employers 
could be prosecuted for alleged conspiracy to 
restrain trade by entering into agreements 
with unions whereby the masters associa- 
tion profits Over outside contractors. 

At the conference, which held late 
yesterday afternoon, the Building Trades 
Alliance was reresented by Frank Adams 
Acer, John C. Toole, and J. J. Ryan of the 
Peoples’ Security Company. Acting Dis- 
trict Attorney Rand represented Mr. Jer- 
ome. After the confab the statement was 
made authoritively that no action would 
be taken now by the District Attorney, 
because the unions hadn't produced enough 
evidence to warrant it. 

It is believed that the trade which is 
backing the present complaint is the Tile 
Layers’ Union. Information was made 
public a day or two ago that a wealthy 
man had expressed a wish to start in busi- 
ness in the tile trade, with .omething like 
a million and a half capital. This man, it 
was reported, was told ‘“‘that he was not 
wanted—there were enough in the business 
without any others being taken in.” 


Acting District Attorney Rand said that 
the discussion of blacklisting and con- 
spiracy came up as a matter of course. 

“It is no secret,”’ he said, ‘‘ that in most 
trades the master associations have used 
their unions to ‘force the hand’ of any 
employer who refused to join their ranks.”’ 

r. Rand said that when the Prince law 
goes into effect on Sept. 1, next, a close 
watch will be kept on employers, who can 

e prosecuted for giving bribes. 

Philip Weinseimer, the President of the 
Building Trades Alliance, indicted on a 
charge of extortion, will be arraigned before 
Justice Newburger to-day to plead. 


RAID OVER MURPHY’S HEAD. 


Brooklyn Inspector Not Consulted About 
Descent Upon Alleged Poolroom. 


Detectives of Inspector Brooks's staff yes- 
terday descended upon a “social club’ at 
444 Myrtle Avenue, Brooklyn, which, the 
police say, was beiug run as a poolroom. 
The raid was made over the heads and 
the knowledge of Inspector 
Thomas Murphy, in whose djstrict it oc- 
curred, and Capt. Thomas E. Maude of the 
De Kalb Avenue Station, and it caused a 
iot of talk at Headquarters, as Police Com- 
missioner McAdoo is on his vacation and 
Deputy Commissioner McAvoy is in com- 
mand. 

The club was known as the “ Hiawatha 
Social Club,” and was located on the sec- 
ond floor” of the building at Myrtle and 
Washington Avenues over a saloon. For 
over a week Detectives Callanan and Hook- 
er of Inspector Brooks’s staff have been in 
Brooklyn getting evidence. Yesterday they 
thought they had sufficient evidence, and 
Inspector Brooks sent over Detectives Be- 
nocke, Gribbin, Knox, and Flanders. 

Callanan and Hooker went to the “ Social 
Club” early. They had arranged with the 
other men to open the door leading from 
the hall in the rear to the clubrooms, in 
which there were 200 men. The other four 
detectives were in the saloon, and when 


the door was opened at a prearranged sig- 
nal all made a rush into the rooms, There 
Was a scramble to get out, some of the 
“members’ going to the roof, but none 
escaped, and finally six arrests were made. 

Inspector Murphy and Capt. Maude ar- 
rived on the scene some time afterward. 
They said last night that they knew all 
about the raid.

Shot to Death and Body Burned in Pub- 
lic Square. 


CEDARTOWN, Ga., Aug. —After be- 
ing positively identified by Levia: Reeves, 
the thirteen-year-old daughter of a well- 
known farmer, as the negro who had at- 
tacked her, Jim Glover was shot to death 
to-night near the girl's home. 
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The lifeless body was then dragged to 


this town and burned on the public square. 
Glover was captured after an all-day 


chase, in which bloodhounds played a prin- 
cipal part. He was miles away from the 
scene of his alleged crime when caught. 
Fully 500 were in the mob which shot fim 
to death, and the crowd was greatly aug- 
mented before the burning of the body took 
place here. 


FOR A DEPARTMENT OF MINES. 


President of Mining Congress Asks That 
New Executive Branch Be Created. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Aug. 22.—The first 
session of the American Mining Congress, 
which assembled at the Armory to-day, ad- 
journed this afternoon until to-morrow, 
after listening to addresses of welcome. 

Presidént J. H. Richards of Idaho in his 
annual address emphasized the necessity of 


‘securing government co-operation in the 


mining industry in the form of a depart- 


ment of mined and mining. In pursuance 
= this idea he offered the following resolu- 
on: 

Be it Resolved, That the American Mining 
Congress in annual session assembled, believing 
that the time has arrived when a Department 
of Mines and Metallurgy will be the means 
of placing the mining industry on a plane 
commensurate with its importance to all in- 
dustrial progress, urges the Congress of the 
United States at once to create a Department 
of Mines and Mining as one of the great exec- 
utive branches of our Government.

LOCAL CAMPAIGN WORK 
IN DOWLING’S HANDS 


Move May Mean a Truce Between 
McCarren and Murphy. 


DOWLING UTTERS DEFIANCE 


Murphy’s Friend Declares McCarren Is 
Not His Master—McCarren Says 
He Is—Carrolil Active 7 


Following a long conference between 
Chairman Cord Meyer of the Democratic 
State Committee and Charles F. Murphy, 
and admittedly at the request of the Tam- 
many leader, Chairman Meyer yesterday 
announced that he had added Senator Vic- 
tor J. Dowling as a member of the State 
Executive Committe He further an- 
nounced that Senator ‘Dowling would have 
charge of a Bureau of Organization for 
Greater New York, taking general charge 
of the campaign in this territory, just as 
William 8. Rodie is in charge of a similar 
bureau for up the State. 

Tammany men last night declared that 
this move was a victory for Murphy over 
McCarren, Raving the Brooklyn Senator 
without any duties to perform as State Ex- 
ecutive Chairman, On the other hand, Sen- 
ator McCarren said that the appointment 
of Senator Dowling was made with his 
consent and approval, adding that Senator 
Dowling would work under his direction in 
Greater New York, just as Mr. Rodie would 
work the up-State territory. 

When this was repeated to Senator Dow- 
ling he announced that he did not recog- 
nize Senator McCarren as Executive Chair- 
man and did got consider any man elected 
to that place until action had been taken 
by the Executive Committee itself. He said 
he had been appointed by Chairman Meyer 
and recognized him, and him alone, as his 
director. Nevertheless, everybody about 
both State and National Headquarters 
seemed well plgased with the turn which 
things had taken and regarded it as evidence 
of a truce between Murphy and McCarren 
until after election. 

The move was brought about by a morn- 
ing visit to Democratic National Ilead- 
quarters by Mr. Murphy, accompanied by 
Senator Dowling. Both men arrived at the 
Century Building shortly before 11 o’clock, 
and went in to see Chairman Taggart, Mr. 
Murphy having come in from Long Beach 
for that purpose. ° 

The Tammany leader at once plunged 
into his subject, telling Chairman Taggart 
that he wanted to have Senator Dowling 
placed in charge of the campaign in Greater 
New York, on the samé basis that Mr. Ro- 
die was in charge up the State. Chairman 
Taggart from the first has desired to keep 
out of the Murphy-McCarren difficulty, and 
has side-stepped at every opportunity, but 
here he was face to face with a request to 
take a hand. Mr. Taggart, however, was 
not feazed for a single moment. 

“Mr. Murphy,” he said, “that is a mat- 
ter which properly comes before the, State 
Chairman. I will telephone him at encast 
you desire and ask to have him come up 
here and talk the matter over.” 

Murphy consented, and he and Dowling 
remained while Taggart telephoned the 
Hoffman House and got Chairman Meyer, 
accompanied by Mr. Rodie, on the way to 
Thirty-fourth Street, When they arrived 
Mr. Taggart took the four men to another 
room and left them there for nearly an 
hour to talk over the situation, Mr. Tag- 
gart during that time remaining carefully 
away. 

After the party left the National Head- 
quarters State Chairman Meyer headed for 
the Hoffman House, where he at once got 
into communication with Senator McCar- 
ren, ex-Mayor Hugh J. Grant, and other 
members of the State Executive Commit- 
tee, Later in the day he issued the follow- 


ing typewritten statement, to which he 
declined to add a single word of comment: 

Cord Meyer, Chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee, has added Senator Victor J. Dowling 
to the Executive Committee. Mr. William 5S. 
Rodie has already been assigned, in charge of 
the Bureau of Organization, for the organization 
of the party outside of the Greater New York, 
and Senator Dowling will perform similar duties 
in the Greater New York, having due regard to 
the existence of county committees therein, and 
to organize within that territory for the purpose 
of assisting in polling the entire Democratic vote 
for the Democratic ticket. 

Mr. Murphy and Senator Dowling went to 
Tammany all after the conference, but 
the Tammany leader declined to comment 
on the meeting, although many district 
leaders and others were on hana waiting for 
Mr. Murphy, and all asking him _the out- 
come of the meeting at National Headquar- 
leader was asked if he 
would make specific his charges against 
Senator McCarren, but he showed no pe 
sition to press matters against the Brooklyn 

enator.

HELD UP OFF SOUTH AFRICA. 


British Ship Stopped by Russian Vessel 
Said to be the Smolensk. 


DURBAN, Natal, Aug. 22.—The British 
steamer Comedian, from Liverpool July 24, 
arrived here to-day and reported that she 
was stopped by a Russian converted cruiser 
yesterday . off the mouth of the Bashee 
River, in the southeastern part of Cape 
Colony. 

After the Comedian’s papers had been 
examiyped in a boat of the cruisers, which 
pulled up alongside, she was allowed to 
proceed. 

An officer of the Comedian asserted posi- 
tively that the name of the Russian vessel 
was the Smolensk. 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—The news that the 
Russian Volunteer Fleet steamer Smolensk 
is again stopping British vessels leads the 
London newspapers to question the value of 
the assurances which Premier Balfour an- 
nounced had been given by the Russian 
Government that the Petersburg and 
the Smolensk would no longer be utilized as 
cruisers. 

According to dispatches from Durban, 
Natal, the Smolensk was: supposed to be 
watching for the British steamer Ormley, 
which left New York on July 9 bound for 
Fusan with a cargo-of railway material. 
The Ormley left Durban Aug. 20 just be- 
fore the steamer Comedian was stopped and 
sO escaped. 

All the morning papers make editorial 


comments on the incident. The Standard 
says: 

“Russia has only to remember the part 
she took together with the other northern 
powers in forming an armed neutrality dur- 
ing the American war for independence to 
find a leading exmaple of the resistance of- 
fered to a neutral whose trade was insuf- 
ferably molested by a naval belligerént. 
Russia cannot rally ‘wish to drive Great 
Britain and the United States into con- 
templating this supreme method of forcibly 
checking the harassing operations of her 
cruisers; yet by treating food and railway 
material as contraband of war she is lead- 
ing them to believe that milder measures 
will not suffice.” 

Most of the other journals are contented 
with urging the necessity for the publica- 
tion of official documents to show exactly 
what arrangement has been made with 
Russia. 

The Russian steamer Smolensk is an 
auxiliary cruiser which, with the Peters- 
burg, passed through the Straits of the 
Dardanelles flying the merchant flag of 
Russia. They were subsequently trans- 
formed into auxiliary cruisers, and this 
fact led to the complications with Great 
Britain. - 

The Smolénsk held up the German steam- 
er Prinz Heinrich in the Red Sea on July 
16 and took part of her mail, which was 
subsequently forwarded to its destination 
by order of the Russian Government, She 
also vaptured the British steamer Formosa 
in the same waters on July 26, but released 
her the next day. 


BEECKMANS ON WORLD TOUR. 


Will Start from Newport Next Week, 
Returning There in June.

NEWPORT, Aug. 22.—Mr. and Mrs. R. 
L. Beeckman will leave here next week for 
a tour around the world. They will sail 
from San Francisco, Sept. 9, going first to 
Japan, then to Calcutta, Madras, and other 
places in India. 

From there they will go to Egypt, Italy, 
Spain, France, and England, returning to 
their country place on Long Island next 
May, and completing the circle of the globe 
by arriving here in June.

Much Mystery About Ashley-Martin 
Nuptials in Lexington.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Aug. 22.—Albert E. 
Ashley, fifty years old, and Miss Alice M. 
Martin, thirty-two, both of New York, 
were married here to-day by Magistrate 
Payne, the ceremony being performed in 
the parlor of the Phoenix Hotel. There 
was much mystery about the wedding, and 
neither would discuss it, the Magistrate 
and witnesses being bound to secrecy. 

Ashley is said to be a New York business 
man. His bride is an Englishwoman. Both 
are Catholics, but would not be married by 
a priest. Ashley was a United States Mar- 
shal under President Grant.

PITTSBURG, Aug. 22.—In order to ac- 


commodate Mrs. Genevieve Phipps, wife of 
Lawrence C. Phipps, the famous Pennsyl- 
vania limited train was stopped last night 
at Shady Side, a little station outside of 
this city, and usually deserted at night. 
Mrs. Phipps is now in Chicago, where she 
went to meet her husband to effect a settle- 


ment in the celebrated divorce suit which 
he has instituted in the Colorado courts. 

The first intimation of this unusual move 
came yesterday afternoon, when it was, an- 
nounced from Philadelphia that the limited 
would be stopped at Shady Side. None but 
the railroad officlajs knew that the train 
was to stop, and ng one at this end of the 
line knew for whom it would stop. The or- 
ders read for three passengers. 

When the train came to a standstill, Mrs. 
Phipps, her maid, and her attorney, James 
S. Young, stepped out of a carriage which 
had been waiting and ran up the steps to 
the train. When the train arrived at the 
Union Depot Mrs. Phipps and her maid 
were locked in a stateroom, while Mr. 
Young occupied another stateroom, 

They passed out of the city unnoticed, 
and it was not generally known until this 
morning that they had gone. 

Mrs. Phipps and her attorney will confer 
in Chicago with her husband and his at- 
torneys, and it is said by friends very close 
to.Mrs. Phipps that her husband will con- 
sent to the terms laid down by Mrs. Phipps 
to give her $5,000,000 in cash and custody 
of her children one-half of the year. She 
will then not fight the divorce proceedings 
now on in Denver. Phipps some months 
ago stole his children from a hotel in New 
York, where they were with their mother, 
and took them to Denver, where they yet 
remain under the surveillance of detectives. 

There was much comment here to-day 
over the secrecy used by Mrs. Phipps to 
get out of Pittsburg, but her friends ac- 
count for this by saying that secrecy was 
demanded by her husband and his attor- 
neys. 

Mr. Phipps, when in Pittsburg some time 
ago, conferring with his wife, was much 
annoyed at the publicity given all his ac- 
tions. He tried numerous methods to keep 
his whereabouts secret, but always failed. 
He then declared that nothing would induce 
him to do anything further in Pittsburg. 

Some days ago, it is understood, he asked 
his wife, through his attorneys, to go to 
Denver to confer with him about a settle- 
ment. She refuséd,“sayihg hé must come to 
Pittsburg to see her. This he refused to 
do, and they agreed to meet in Chicago. 

Mrs. Phipps said before leaving that she 
would return to Pittsburg by the first train 
after the conference had ended.

NEW YORKERS TO THE RESCUE. 


Save Two Lives in Storm on St: Law- 
rence River.

OGDENSBURG, N. Y., Aug. 22.—During 
the furious wind and rain storm on the 
St. Lawrence River in the vicinity of 
Round Island this afternoon, two young 
men, John Huvey of Albany and William 
Roberts of Watertown, were sailing a sloop 
which capsized. Neither could swim, but 
they managed to cling to the overturned 
boat until the yacht Amorita, under char- 


ter to C. J. Witteyberg and a party of New 
Yorkers, came along and rescued’ them. 

Capt. Swan of the Amorita, at great 
peril. leaped overboard with a life line and 
saved uvey. Chief Engineer Furness 
pulled in Roberts safely. oth men were 
almost exhausted when rescued. and prob- 
ably could not have held on to the boat 
many minutes longer. They were revived 
with great difficulty, and then landed at 
Thousand Island Park. 


160-TON TOWER BLOWN OVER. 


Storm Temporarily Disables Naval Coal- 
ing Station at Lamoine.:

BAR HARBOR, Me., Aug. 22.—One of 
the big towers of the naval coaling station 
at Lamoine was blown over in Saturday 
night’s storm, putting the entire plant out 
of use, The disablement of the station, 
following the burning of/the station in Port- 
land Harbor, leaves the navy without a 
coaling place north of Charlestown, Mass. 

It will cost $100,000 to get the plant back 
into condition. The tower which went 
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down weighed about 160 tons, and was 135 } 


feet high. In the smash-up a _ barge 
lying in the coal pocket was stove in. 
The tower which withstood the force of the 
storm will probably have to be rebuilt. 

The Lamoine Coaling Station was built 
in 1901, and was not used until the naval 
manoeuvres last Summer. A court of in- 

uiry will investigate the accident, holding 
its first session at Lamoine to-morrow 
morning.

JAPANESE POUNDING AWAY 


Bombardments Followed by Infantry 
Charges Expected to Wear 
Down the Garrison. 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—According to the 
Moscow corespondent of The Morning Post, 
Lieut. Gen. Stoessel concluded a telegram 
to an intimate friend there with the words: 
** Farewell forever. Port Arthur will be my 
tomb.” 


CHE-FOO, Aug. 22.—The steamer Vieto- 
ria, which arrived here this ‘evening from 
Niu-Chwang, reports hearing spasmodically 
heavy firing at Louisa and Pigeon Bays 
(respectively northwest and west cf Port 
Arthur) between 10 o'clock last night end ? 
in the morning. She saw searchlights play- 
ing freely and skyrockets signaling at 43 
o’clock this morning. 

The first detailed news of the general as- 
sault on Port Arthur indicates that a tre< 
mendous conflict is raging and that victory 
is hanging ingthe balance. 

Chinese who left Port Arthur yesterday 
and arrived here to-day state that. the 
Japanese by making desperate charges 
which were reinforced by artillery fire 
from Shushiyen and Louisa Bay swepé 
from the north into Pigeon Bay territory 
and drove the Russians back from the mai 
forts. The ground being comparatively flat 
in this vicinity, the Japanese were unabi¢ 
to hold it in the face of the Russian arti 
lery fire, and they retired north an eight® 
of a mile beyond the zone of fire. 

The Chinese reiterate that the Japanesé 
captured one important fort located on the 


Itzshan Hills, midway between the west 
ern coast and the railway on a line drawt 
approximately from a point midway be- 
tween Pigeon and Louisa Bays. The posi- 


tion was first subjected to a bombardment 
for over forty-eight hours. Then the Jap- 
anese infantry assaulted it and compelled 
the Russians to retire. The Russian ar- 
tillery then directed a heavy fire on the 
spot, compelling the Japanese in turn to 
retire. F 
The Chinese who were employed by the 
Russian authorities in carrying the dead 
off the field, and also ammunit®inj-which 
they say is plentiful, confirm the state- 
ment that the Liati Promontory was not 
assaulted for the reason that it is impreg- 
nable from the sea side and the Japanese 
are unable to move on it from the north.’ 
The Japanese main attack has been the 
heaviest against the Russian centre and 
right, particularly against the centre, 
fronting which the Japanese have taken up 
ja strong position at Shusiyen. 
| Pigeon Bay had been the scene of fight- 
j ing several days before the final assault 


j; had begun, the Japanese never being able 
to hold for long any territory they might 
gain. Their attacks were made mostly at 
night, during foggy days, and on misty 
mornings. 

The Japanese believe that their superior 
physical condition will win the battle for 
them by wearing out the Russian garrison— 
which is constitutetd of less-hardened ma- 
terial—down to the point of exhaustion by 
the persistency of their attack and their 
refusal to accept a repulse. They are said 
to have been reinforced by 30,000 men. 

While the Russians apparently believe 
they will hold the Japanese in check, their 
confidence in their successful resistance is 
j} not absolute. The Japanese have guns 
mounted on nearly all the hills which for- 
merly formed Russian outposts. 

The Japanese fire is aceurate. The hos- 
pitals and Chinese houses at Port Arthur 
are full of Russian wounded. The nar- 
rators say the dead until ready for burial 
are stored in warehouses and are then 
buried on the outskirts of the town, quick- 
lime being used freely to prevent infection. 

The Russian officers and soldiers have 
grown indifferent to the shells, which en--: 
ter the town frequently. Recently the Chi- 
; nese theatre was hit and a score of people 

were killed and wounded. One shell ex- 

ploded in the corral of the Chinese, who 
tell the story, killing five donkeys. 
Civilians are allowed to leave the bomb- 
proofs during the lulls in artillery fire, but 
these intermissions are rare and everybody 
is worn and anxious over the situation. An 
unusually latge proportion of young com- 
pany officers have been killed, which is par- 
tially owing to their duties and partly to 
their recklessness. 

Three large ships and two gunboats are 
being repaired in the dockyard and basin; 
the other ships being behind the shelter of 
the Tiger’s Tail peninsula. 
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ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 22.—A dispatch 
from Che-Foo dated Aug. 22 says that, ace . 
cording to Chinese reports, the Japanese 
yesterday bombarded Port Arthur from 6 
o'clock in the morning until 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon, pouring in a heavy fire, but that 
the Russians succeeded in silencing the 
Japanese batteries.

PETERSBURG, Aug. 22.—An official 
dispatch from Rear Admiral Prince Ouk-+ 
temsky at Port Arthur, by way of Che-Foo, 
says that only two officers were killed on

fore the fortress falls. 


The report from Shanghai that Rear Ad- 
miral Prince Ouktomsky had arrived there 
on the protected cruiser Askold. on: Aug. 
12 proves to have been untrue. A private 
dispatch to The Associated Press from 
Shanghai yesterday said that Admiral Ouk- 
tomsky had not been there. 


ATTACK ON WIRELESS FEARED. 


Port Arthur Communicates with Che- 
Foo and Japan Objects.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—A dispatch was 
received from Consul General Fowler, at 
Che-Foo, late this afternoon stating that 
there was an apprehension among the resi- 
dents of the city that_the Japanese would 
attack the wireless telegraph station at 
that place with the purpose of destroying 
it. It feared general disturbance 
might follow. 

The wireless station is supposed to be one 
erected in the grounds of the Russian Con- 
sulate, and the point through which the 
beleaguered garrison of Port Arthur effects 
easy communication with St. Petersburg 
and the outside. world. The Japanese hold 
that the use of this station in the manner 
suggested is in violation of the neutrality 
principle, and really that China in allowing 
it to stand is aiding and favoring Russia 


against Japan. ; ; 
The sufferance of the wireless station 


there is an act calculated to do Japan 
more injury in the pending struggle than 
the harboring of ships or war. The matter 
is likely to be taken up by the powers that 
are in a sense responsible for the mainte- 
nance of Chinese neutrality. 


SHIPS BOMBARD KORSAKOVSK. 


Russians Report That Japanese Shells 
Caused Little Damage. 


8ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 22.—The Em- 
eror has received a report, dated yesterday, 
from the Russian commandant at Korsa- 
kovsk, Island of Sakhalin, as follows: 

** Since 7 o’clock this morning the enemy 
has bombarded Korsakovsk. A few houses 
have been destroyed. One of the enemy’s 
ships appeared on the horizon at about 6 in 
the morning, approached to within about 
five and a quarter miles off the shore, and 
bombarded Korsakovsk until 8:15, when tne 
vessel turned and disappeared. 

“The damage done to the town was quite 
inconsiderable. There were no casualties.” 


The official reports of the destruction of 
the Novik say that the gallant ship, which 
Was in the harbor of Korsakovsk, on sight- 
ing the two Japanese ships steamed out to 
meet them, and upon finding herself un- 
able to sustain the unequal combat ran 
back to the harbor and was beached. Full 
@etails of the casualties are not ascertain- 
able, except that one officer was killed.

RUSSIA WILL DISARM 
ASKOLD AND GROZOVOI 


Wants Assurance of Safety of Ves- 
sels at Shanghai. 


CONSULS DECLINE TO ACT 


Admiral Stirling Offered Russians Es- 
cort from Chinese Port and Be- 
yond Three-Mile Limit. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 22.—The pro- 
tected cruiser Askold and the torpedo boat 
destroyer Grozovoi will be disarmed. 

The Admiralty realizes that it would be 
folly to send the ships out to face the 
Japanese squadron in the offing, and as al 
nounced in these dispatches last week has 
already decided that the ships shall be dis- 
armed. 

The refusal of the Russian Consul Gen- 
eral at Shanghal to comply with the re- 
duests of the Taotai is, it is said at the 
Foreign Office, due to the fact that no 
agreement had previously been reached be- 
tween the Chinese and Japanese authori- 
ties, and Russia did not propose to allow 
the Chinese to disarm the ships, as they 
did in the case of the Ryeshitelni at Che- 
Foo, with the possibility that they might 
subsequently be attacked by the Japanese 
in port. 


CONSULS REFUSE TO ACT. 


Decline to Take Any Steps Affecting 
the Belligerents.

SHANGHAI, Aug 22.—This morning’s 
meeting resulted only in the recognition 
of ‘the fact that the Consular body is 
unable to take any steps affecting the 
belligerents which the neutral powers 
separately cannot take. 

The meeting was ‘convened by the 
senior Consul, Mr. Goodnow, as a result 
of identical letters addressed to thir- 
teen Consuls by the Taotai. The Rus- 
sian and Japanese representatives were 
present. The original intention was to 
adopt measures to avoid the possibility 
of hostilities in Shanghai Harbor and 
protect the lives and property of neu- 
trals, which the Chinese feared were en- 
dangered by the presence of Japanse 
warships. 

It is regrettable that the Taotai, act- 
ing on injudicious advice, adopted this 
ecurse, overlooking the fact that any 
danger of complications which may exist 
is due solely to the refusal of the Rus- 
sian authorities to comply with China’s 
demands for enforcing neutrality, and. 
China alone is responsible. 

At the beginning of the meeting it was 
proposed that the Japanese and Rus- 
sian Consuls withdraw. Consul Otaghiri 
declined, objecting to the discussion in 
his absence of matters affecting Japan- 
ese interests by a body of which he is 
a member. He also strongly protested 
against any collective action on the part 
of the Consular body affecting the 
mghts of the belligerents. 

Recognizing the justice of this view, 
the meeting decided that each Consul 
should inform his Government of the 
Taotai’s communication and ask instruc-, 
tions. ; 

The Japanese destroyer which arrived 
yesterday, after communicating with 
the Consulate, rejoined the squadron out- 
side. . 

The Taotai intends to forward the work 
which the Chinese Government author- 
izes done on the Askold and to re- 
(suest the British Consul to instruct 
the dock authorities not to execute any 


more. 

Mednwhile he has conveyed to the Rus- 
sian Consul the intimation that the lat- 
est instructions from the Wai-Wu-Pu 
are that after noon to-morrow further 
repairs must not be permitted on either 
ship. Both must then either leave forth- 


with or disarm. 

The incompetence of the Chinese of- 
ficials here and in Peking is demon- 
strated at every phase of the incident.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 22.—John Goodnow, 
the American Consul General, who is Dean 
of the Consular Corps, presided at the meet- 
ing of the Foreign Consuls held here to-day. 
rr foreign countries with consulates here 
were represented. M. Odagiri, the Japanese 
Consul, and M. Kleinmenoff, the Russian 
Consul, were in attendance. 

M. Odagiri left a sick bed to attend the 
meeting. He made a vigorous protest 
against the presence of the Russian cruiser 
Askold and the torpedo boat destroyer 
Grozovoi in Shanghai harbor, and declared 
that China had failed in her duties as a 
neutral power. He asserted that the Japa- 
nese had the right to take the independent 
step of entering the harbor and seizing the 
two vessels. The attitude of M. Odagiri 
was warlike and uncompromising. 

M. Kleinmenoff protested against the en- 
tering of the harbor yesterday by a Japa- 
nese torpedo boat destroyer, and insisted 
upon the right of the two Russian warships 
in question to remain and repair damages. 

It was finally decided that each Consul 
shoulda await instructions from his Govern- 
ment. 

Consul Goodnow has done his utmost to 
bring about a peaceful settlement, and he 


has the full confidence of the foreign resi- 
dents in the matter of protecting the settle- 
ments in case the Japanese should attack 
the Askold and Grozovol. 

The American men-of-war in the harbor, 
while retaining the outward appearance of 
inaction, have for several days been prac- 
tically cleared for action with gun sights 
in position and steam up. ; 

Rear Admiral Stirling is determined that 
the Japanese shall not interfere with the 
Russian vessels. He has, it is reported, 
offered to escort the Askold and Grozovoi 
beyond the three-mile limit. Rear Admiral 
Stirling says that the trip of the American 
torpedo boat destroyer Chauncey from 
Woo Sung to Shanghai yesterday was to 
carry dispatches, and her movements had 
no connection with the arrival of the Japa- 
nese torpedo boat destroyer. 

The Japanese . torpedo at destroyer is 
expected to return to the harbor to-night. 

The British fleet is expected to reach 
here to-morrow. 


OUR OFFER TO RUSSIANS. 


Admiral Stirling Would Escort Czar’s 
Vessels Out of Shanghai.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—None of the 
official dispatches to the State Department 
to-day made mention of any intention to 
intervene in the Eastern war on the part 
of the commander of the Chauncey in tak- 
ing anchorage near the Japanese torpedo 
boat. 

The Chauncey is used as a dispatch boat 
for Admiral Stirling’s fleet, which is an- 
chored twelve miles down the river at Wu 
Sung, and her érrand in steaming up stream 
yesterday when the Japanese boat entered 
the Wu Sung River was to carry dispatches 
to the Monadnock and the Monterey, the 
monitors which are anchored around the 
bend of the river in about half an hour’s 
sail from the Cosmopolitan dock, where the 


Russian cruiser Askold and the torpedo 
boat destroyer Grogovol are anchored. 

A high authority in the Navy Department 
to-night, discussing the affair, said: © — 

“The whole story is simply a misunder- 
standing on the part of the man who sent 
the dispatch. We have no intention of tak- 
ing the offensive in‘the harbor of Shanghai 
to prevent the violation of the neutrality 
status. We hope to accomplish what may 
be necessary to be done in this line in a 
totally different way. 

“If we were disposed to assume a fight- 
ing attitude do you suppose we would send 
the Chauncey with one 12-pound gun to do 
the business when within half an hour’s 
sail we have the Monadnock, the double- 
turreted monitor with her heavy guns? The 
place is in the heart of the City of Shang- 
hai with a million or more people living 
near and exposed to the danger of missing 
shots. 

“I doubt i. our commanders in that har- 
bor would interfere if hostilities were to 
break out between the Russians and the 
Japanese there. Certainly no instructions 
have been sent to Admiral Stirling to inter- 
fere. 

“It is true that Admiral Stirling has of- 
fered, if the commanders of the Russian 
vessels desire it, to give them an escort 
out of Shanghai and beyond the three-mile 
limit. ‘There is good reason to believe that 
thip offer will be accepted unless the Rus- 
sians decide to dismantle their ships.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Consul General 
Goodnow cabled the State Department to- 
day that the conference of foreign Consuls 
at Shanghai, which adjourned this morn- 
ing, was resumed in the afternoon, After 
a good deal of discussion no solution was 


offered for the present condition of affairs, 
and it was’ suggested that each Consul re- 
port directly to his own Government ask- 
ng what should be done, if anything. 

Mr. Goodnow had no suggestions to offer 
to thé State Department. He has received 
instructions, which, it is believed, will pre- 
vent one United States from being = en- 
tangled n the settlement of the question 
of China's neutrality at Shanghai. 


LONDON, Aug. 22.—Interest in ‘official 
and diplomatic circles in London to-day 
centred at Shanghai, where British inter- 
ests are strongly appealing for protection. 
Great Britain, however, would prefer that 
the United States take the initiative in 
maintaining the neutrality of China, Great 
Britain’s position as the ally of Japan 
making her sjtuation delicate unless her in- 
terests are directly menaced. 

It is ‘true, the officials say, that Great 
Britain agreed to the principle of the neu- 
trality of China, but she did not agree to 
enforce »it. ‘“hroughout the discussion rel- 
ative td the Askold and the Grozovoi, she 
has thus far held the view that it is none 
of her business, The extent to which Great 
Britain has gone has been to point out to 
China the importance of maintaining her 
neutrality, no matter what belligerent was 
affected. 

The British Government hopes that the 
pressure of the Consular body at Shanghai 
will make China take action to enforce her 
neutrality, thereby establishing a precedent 
which may prevent a recurrence of similar

ROOSEVELT WATCHING WAR. 


Concerned Over Situation with Regard 
to Chinese Neutrality. 


OYSTER BAY, Aug. 22.—President Roose- 
velt to-day enjoyed a period of rest and 
recreation, uninterrupted either by public 
business or by callers. 

The President is deeply concerned over 
the situation in the Far Hast, particulariy 
in regard to the preservation of the neu- 
trality of that part of China not included in 
the war zone. He realizes fully the seri- 
ousness of the complications which may de- 
velop at any moment and is keeping in 
close touch with events in the Orient, al 
information bearing upon the situation be- 
ing communicated promptly to him by the 
State Department. 

Thus far only the press reports of the 
situation at Shanghai have’ been’ received 
at the Executive offices. 


ACTIVITY AT VLADIVOSTOK. 


Rushing Repairs on the Rossia and 
Gromoboi—Men Eager to Fight. 


VLADIVOSTOK, Aug. 22.—Repairs to the 
cruisers Rossia and Gromoboi are proceed- 
ing rapidly. It is believed it will be possi- 
ble to complete them without docking the 
vessels, and that they will therefore take 
a comparatively short time. 

There is a big reserve of naval guns here 
all ready for installation, and officers and 
men have been already chosen from the 
Siberian Reserves to fill up the places of 
those who were killed or wounded in the 
fight with Vice Admiral Kamimura’s squad- 
ron. 

The reserves responded to the calls eager- 
ly despite the fact that most of them are 
married and that they have had a terrible 
object lesson in the crowd of wounded al- 
ready in the hospitals here. The wounded 
on the other hand are not viewing these 
preparations with equanimity. The first 
complaints they have uttered have been 
against having their places filled. 

The condition of the*wounded generally 
is good, and only one has died since they 
were brought ashore. Those whose cases 
are the most severe are pleading not to be 
removed from Vladivostok in the fear that 
they will not get back to their ships. 

The funeral of Capt. Berlinski of the 
Rossia, who was killed at the outset of the 
fight, and who was buried last Wednesday, 
was most impressive. Viceroy Alevi 
Vice Admiral Skrydloff, Lieut. Gen. Line- 
vitch, and all the military and naval offi- 
cers who were able to attend waited at the 
pier to receive the coffin. 

The coffin, draped with flags and covered 
with wreaths, was followed by a battalion 
of soldiers and a body of sailors and by an 
immense procession of the populace,’ while 
the bands ‘rendered solemn music. The

SINKING OF THE HIPSANG. 


Evidence That it Was a Wanton Act on 
Part of the Ruésians. 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 22.~Evidence given be- 
fore a naval court to-day shows the shell- 
ing and- sinking of the British steamer 
Hipsang by the Russians off Pigeon Bay, 
on July 16, to have been a reckless and 
wanton act. The name of the torpedo boat 
destroyer which sunk the Hipsang is not 
known. 

No provocation of any kind for the sink- 
ing of the steamer had been given. Sho 
was on her regular course from Niu- 
Chwang to Che-Foo, and her lights were 
burning brightly. There were seven Buro- 
peans and 83 Chinese on board.. The Euro- 
peans and 69 of the Chinese were saved un- 
injured. Nine Chinese were wounded and 
three were killed, One Chinese is missing 
and probably was killed. Another was 
drowned by the capsizing of a boat.

Defeat and Take Prisoners the 
Garrison at Villa Reyes. 


RUMORED FALL OF ASUNCION 


Steamship with War Material Captured 
—Vice President Dominguez Resigns 
—Government Troops Deserting. 


BUENOS AYRES, Aug. 22.—The Para- 
guayan revolutionists have seized the town 
of Villa Reyes, and have captured the gar- 
rison, consisting of 200 men, 1,700 rifles, 
and one cannon, in addition to a quantity 
of ammunition for rifles and cannon, 

The revolutionist Gen. Ferreira is en- 
camped near Villeta, where he is being 
joined by many deserters from the Gov- 
ernment troops, as well as recruits from 
the inhabitants of Asuncion, The _ Para- 
guayan capital is suffering fro the 
Scarcity of provisions. The rations of the 
Government troops are limited to six bis- 
cuits daily. General discontent prevails. 

It is rumored in Formosa that Asuncion 
has surrendered, but the rumor cannot be 
confirmed, 

The revolutionists have seized another 
steamer loaded with cannon, rifles, and mu- 
nitions of war. 

Manucl Dominguez, Vice President 
Paraguay, has resigned. 

Sefior Viera, Minister of Paraguay to the 
Argentine Republic, who has just returned 
here, confirms the general details of the 
progress of the revolution as given in these 
dispatches and admits that public opinion 
in Asuncion is on the side of the revolu- 
tionists. 


ROUT GOVERNMENT TROOPS. 


Revolutionists in Uruguay Capture the 
Town of Santa Rosa. 


BUENOS AYRES, Aug. 22.—There has 
been further fighting in the Republic of 
Uruguay. In a hand-to-hand fight between 
the Uruguayan revolutionists and the Gov- 
ernment forces at Santa Rosa, held by the 
Government force, thirty-five men were 
killed and eighty-five were wounded. 

The town eventually surrendered, and the 
Government troops retired by water. More 
of them were killed or drowned during the 
retreat, and others sought refuge on an 
island -belonging to Argentina. 


NO AID FOR RUSSIAN SHIPS. 


Britain Will Deny Coaling Privileges to 
Vessels Going to War.

LONDON, Aug. 22.—The Times under- 
stands that instructions have been sent 
to the Governors of British colonies and 
dependencies that they shall not allow 
coaling privileges to any belligerent 
fleet proceeding to the seat of war or po- 
sitions on the line of route with the 
object of intercepting neutral ships on 
suspicion of carrying contraband. 

Such a fleet is not to be permitted to 
make use in any way of any port or 
roadstead or waters subject to the juris- 
diction of his Majesty for the purpose 
of coaling directly from the shore or 
from colliers accompanying the fleet, 
whether vessels of such fleet present 
themselves at the same time or sugces- 
sively. es 

It is also ordered that the same prac- 
tice be pursued in reference to single 
belligerent ships: of war proceeding for 
the purpose of belligerent operations as 
above defined. . 

Vessels putting in on account of actual 
distress at sea will receive such succor 
as usually is extended in such cases in 
accordance with the recognized usage of 


internationai law. 
A proclamation on these lines already 
has been issued by the Governor of 


Malta. 
CRIPPLE CREEK QUIET. 


Gov. Peabody Says Disturbances There 
Were Not Serious. 


DENVER, Aug. 22.—H. N. Heinerdinger 
and J. S. Hall, representatives of the Inter- 
State Mercantile Company, who were ex- 
pelled from Cripple Creek Saturday by a 
mob, to-day retained former Gov. Charles 
S. Thomas, who will begin suit in the Fed- 
eral court for an injunction forbidding in- 
terference with them and their property in 
Cripple Creek. They propose to seek com- 
pensation from Teller County for their 
losses. Suits for damage will also be 
brought by them against the leaders of the 
mob, who are all known. 

Thomas Parfet, who was beaten by the 
mob, is preparing an affidavit to be for- 
warded to President Roosevelt, with a re- 
quest for Federal protection. 

“I do not regard the disturbance in the 
Cripple Creek region as serious,’’ said Gov. 
“It was just a case of 
trouble betwees the people in the district 
and some outsiders who wanted to come 
in. No one has appealed to me for protec- 
tion, and I understand the officers of the 
county have the situation under control. 
I do not anticipate any request from the 
authorities, and without such a request I 
have no power in the region.” 


CRIPPLE CREEK, Col., Aug. 22.—A. E. 
Carleton, mine owner and bank President, 
denied to-day that he had led the mob 
which Saturday night deported several men 
from this district. He admitted that he had 
taken a hand in the deportation. 

J. C. Higgins, one of the deported men, 
to-day made the assertion that Mr. Carle- 
ton had pointed him out to the members 
of the mob and said: ‘ There is one you 
want.” Mr. Higgins asserts that the rea- 
son for his deportation is that he refused 
to withdraw from the bond of one of the 
imprisoned miners last week.

SAW DUEL OF SEA MONSTERS. 


Byron’s Passengers Tell of Fight in 
Which Thrasher Killed Whale. 


Passengers of the steamship Byron, from 
South America, which arrived yesterday, 
told a story of seeing a hot fight between 
a thrasher and a big whale on Saturday 
morning while the vessel was coming up 
the coast.

They kept moving straight ahead of the 
vessel all the while, leaving a trail of red 
behird. Every few seconds the thrasher 
would spring from the water and use his 
tail as a lash across the whale’s back. 
Every time this occurred the whale blew 
harder. Finally the thrasher seemed to re- 
alize that the crisis had been reached. 
He sprang up higher than ever from the 
water and Janded with terrific force. This 


won the victory.

BOY STRIKERS “ENTERTAIN.” 


That’s Why There Were No Baseball 
and Racing Cards Yesterday. 


None of the hotels and saloons in Manhat- 
tan was supplied with the usual cards giv- 
ing the results of the baseball games and 
races last evening because the boys whose 
duty it was éo0 deliver them went on strike, 
and would not allow those engaged to fill 
their places to make deliveries. 

The Official Entry Card Company of 135 


West Twenty-fourth Street supplies the 
cards. On Saturday afternoon, Thomas 
Lany, sixteen years old, and his brother 
William, fourteen, acting as spokesmen for 
the 100 boys employed by the firm, demand- 
ed an increase in wages. Some of the boys 
work on percentage and others on salary. 
The demand was made for a uniform sal- 
ary amounting to $1 a week more than any 
boy had been receiving. The managers un- 
dertook to show the boys what an increase 
in expense such action would mean. 

The boys could not appreciate the matter 
from that viewpoint. They said they wished 
to be fair, and delivered the cards on Sat- 
urday. Yesterday morning the committee 
again waited on the members of the firm, 
and was again met by a flat refusal. New 
boys were then engaged to fill the places 
of the strikers. 

About 4 o'clock ten of the new boys start- 
ed out, but they had not gone far when 
they were- surrounded by seventy-five of 
the strikers, who took their cards and, after 
administering a few blows as a warning, 
allowed them to go. 

Two policemen were sent from the West 
Thirtieth Street Station, but pickets had 
been placed, and when the bluecoats came 
in view the strikers hurried to cover. 

Thinking the troubje was over, ten more 
boys were sent out, but they got a dose of 
the same medicine. Again the police came 
and again the strikers ran to cover. The 
remaining boys, having seen the fate of the 
others, refused to undertake the job and 
left. Down the street a ways they were 
stopped and searched by the strikers, to 
see if they had any more cards. 


GAS KILLS MRS. WILSON. 


Doctor Says Wife of Bank Clerks’ Sec- 
retary Committed Suicide. 


Dr. E. Styles Potter of 164 West Ninety- 
second Street reported to the Coroners’ of- 
fice last night that Mrs. Ida Jocelyn Wilson 
had committed suicide at 642 Amsterdam 
Avenue by inhaling illuminating gas. The 
police of the West One Hundredth Street 
Station were notified, and Detective Mc- 
Manus found that the dead woman was 
the wife of Edward Neil Wilson, Secretary 
one Treasurer of the Bank Clerks’ Associa- 

on. 

Mr. Wilson said that when he reached 
home at about 5:30 o'clock he found his 
wife unconscious on the floor of the front 
or sitting room. He said that she had 
been curling her hair when 4 fainting spell 
came over her, and she fell to the floor. 
In doing so, he said, she must have de- 
tached a gas tube that had been attached 
to a smal} lamp. He said he tried to re- 
suscitate his wife, and failing, called in Dr. 
Potter. When the physician arrived she 
was dead. 

When. Dr. Potter was seen he said: 

“This was undoubtedly, in my mind, a 
case of suicide, When I was called to the 
house I found the woman lying dead on 
the floor of the bathroom.. She had been 
dead for some time.’” 

When that report was repeated to Wil- 
son, he denied it vehemently, declaring that 
his wife was in the front room when the 
doctor arrived at the house. 


Detective McManus reported that the wo-’ 


man died from gas asphyxiation, but made 
no mention of suicide. 

Coroner Jackson gave a permit for the 
burial. According to the police he did not 
report to them that the case was one of 
suicide.

NO STUMPING TOUR .- 
FOR JUDGE PARKER 


Will Speak Only When He Has 
Some Definite Thirg to Say. 


JOHN G. CARLISLE HIS GUEST 


Ex-Secretary to Take Active Part in the 
Campaign—McCarren-Murphy Feud 
as Viewed at Rosemount.

ESOPUS, N. Y., Aug. 22.—There is no 
certainty of Judge Parker making any 
speeches in the West, in connection with 
his, St. Louis trip, or at any other time 
or place. This was ascertained to-day from 
an intimate associate of the Judge, who 
said: 

“Judge Parker has no faith in the utility 
of speechmaking for its own sake, and will 
make no speeches anywhere for the mere 
purpose of appearing in any given locality. 
Hie believes a stumping tour by a Presi- 
dential candidate to be improper, and he 
will undertake no such tour. 

“The only condition upon which he will 
make any speech, anywhere, will be the 
fact that he has some definite thing to 
Say, and that he is convinced by his own 
reason that some given time and place 
best suits the saying of it there and then. 

“You may say with utmost confidence 
that under no other condition will Judge 
Parker make any speech anywhere.” 

The delay in the issuance of the letter of 
acceptance by the Republican candidate 
has been noted at Rosemount. Judge Park- 
er has no intention of waiting too long to 
learn what President Roosevelt has to say. 
He will not withhold his own longer than 
three or four weeks. 

Ex-Secretary Carlisle, head of the Treas- 
ury Department in the second Cleveland 
Administration, arrived this ° afternoon. 
Judge Parker went to the Esopus station to 
meet him. 

Mr. Carlisle pleaded lack of knowledge as 
to the actual condition of the Democratic 
campaign machinery, -“ but,” said he, “I 
expect to take a more active part from this 


time on. I will probably make a number 
of speeches in this ‘campaign.”’ 

He is passing the night at Rosemount. 

There is a feeling at Rosemount that 
the primaries of Aug. 30 will cause the 
McCarren-Murphy fight to drop into the 
background for more than two months at 
least, whichever way the Brooklyn pendulum 
swings. Should the Senator hold his lead- 
ership, it is believed here that the Tam- 
many leader, will bow to ythe verdict, for 
the balance of the campaign, at any rate.

STANCHFIELD A CANDIDATE. | 


Anxious to Get the Democratic Nomina- 
tion for Governor Again.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Aug. 22.—John B. 
Stanchfield of Elmira has made known in 
a letter to Charles J. Bissell of this city 
that he would be glad to accept the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor this Fall 
if offered to him. Mr. Stanchfield’s letter 
was made public to-day, and follows in 
part: 

“While I have not been what might be 
termed an aggressive, candidate for the 
Governorship, nevertheless I should keenly 
appreciate the honor flowing from a nomi- 
Nation this Fall. 

“In the campaign of 1900 I accepted the 
nomination, and became the party standard 
bearer at ~— Sype- gonre and insistent demand 
of Democrats of repute: and standing all 
over the State. In entering upon that 
campaign I did not count the cost or give 
serious consideration to the question of 
success. 

‘Had I consulted my own judgment, I 
should have declined to make the run. I 


have always—since I vecame a voter and 
cast my first ballot for Mr. Tilden in 1876~ 
supported the Democratic ticket, in season 
and out, It did not occur“to me in 1900 
that in accepting the nomination, which 
Was practically forced upon me, I was 
taking myself out of the catalogue of so- 
ealled ‘availables,’ or pursuing a course 
destructive of any honorable political am- 
bition. 

*“*T have never been spoken of as a ‘ fair 
weather Democrat,’ and I did everything 
in my power, from the day of my nomina- 
tion until the polls were closed to encom- 

ass the success of the Democratic Party. 

Whether I did ill or well in the race is for 
others to judge—certainly no one can ques- 
tion my sincerity of purpose. In that cam- 
paign I polled very neariy 700,000 vyotes—

SUSAN B. ANTHONY RETURNS. 


‘Encouraged by Woman Suffrage Work 
in England—Berlin Congress. 


Miss Susan B. Anthony, accompanied by 
the Rev. Anna H. Shaw and Miss Lucy 
Anthony, arrived here yesterday on the 
steamship Minnetonka from London, which 
she visited after a journey to Italy and 
Switzerland, on her return journey from 
the Berlin Congress of Women. In Lon- 
don a large reception and garden party 
were given by the suffragists at the house 
of Miss Holland, not far from Hyde Park 
and the Kensington Gardens. Lady Bal- 
four is President of the suffragists and as- 
sisted in receiving. 

The last suffrage resolution passed by 
Parliament had a majority of 114. 

“But it was only a resolution,” sighed 
Miss Anthony, with her old-time humor. 
“If it had’ been an actual vote, perhaps 
the members would not have been so liberal. 

“ English‘ women are very well informed 
on politics. and talk of them, and, indeed, 
of most subjects of general interest, much 
trore than American women. In Scotland 
and Ireland they are doing the same thing 
as in England.’’— 

On the subject of the outlook for suf- 
frage in America, Miss Anthony said: 

{ “‘ We are not gaining materially as much 
as we hoped. But there is an undercurrent. 

‘““We found the German women very re- 
sponsive. The fact that Empefor William 
permitted and encouraged our efforts is 


significant, if not of personal lberality, at 
least of deference to our opinions. It was 
only a little while ago that he asserted that 
the three K’s—kinder, ktiche, and kirche 
(children, kitchen, and church,)—were. ali 
that he considered necessary for a woman 
to concern herself with.”

WOODRUFF’S GANDIDACY 
GETS A FRESH START 


Confers with Odell and Platt— 
Will Talk with Roosevelt. 


PLATT HAS ROOT’S LAST WORD 


/ 
Ex-War Secretary Would Decline Nomi- 
nation—Woodruff Receptive, but Not 
Pushing—Odell on Dr. Butler. 


There were indications yesterday that 
the Republican State leaders are now seri- 
ously considering ex-Lieut. Gov. Woodruff 
as the most available man that the Repub- 
licans have te nominate for Governor. Mr. 
Woodruff spent Sunday at the’ home of 
Senator Platt at Highland Mills, and came 
to the city with him yesterday. In the 
afternoon he had a long talk with Gov. 
Odell, and subsequently he broke an en- 
gagement which he had made to engage in 
a joint debate with ex-Gov. David B. Hill 
at the Deposit Fair to-morrow in order to 
make a visit to Oyster Bay for the sus- 
pected purpose of having a joint debate 
with President Roosevelt on the subject of 
the Gubernatorial nomination. 

Mr. Woodruff appeared to he well pleased 
over his talk with the Governor, but if the 
Governor gave him any assurances of his 
support, the Governor was careful not. to 
give a hint of his change of heart to the 
newspaper men who talked with him later, 

Linked in with these occurrences, per- 
haps, there came an announcement from 
Senator Platt that he had received a letter 
from Elihu Root two days ago, in which 
Mr. Root informed him that he would de- 
cline the nomination if it were offered to 
him. 

When Gov. Odell was asked about his 
talk with Mr. Woodruff he said that Mr. 
Woodruff had brought encouraging reports 
of the situation up State, and was in high 
spirits, 

“Did he tell you he was a candidate?” 
some one asked the Governor. 

‘He told me he was for the best man,” 
said the Governor, with a suggestion of a 
smile. 

“He didn’t indicate who the best man 
was, did he?” 

‘No, but I took it that he meant the man 
upon whom the convention would decide.” 

Mr. Woodruff, when seen after his talk 
with the Governor, said that he was afraid 
his position with respect to the Guberna- 
torial nomination was being misunderstood. 
He said: 

» “It has been stated that I have captured 

{244 delegates to the convention. That is 
not true. I am not trying to capture any 
delegates, and I have told my friends that 
I did not wish them to make any efforts in 
my behalf. If, when the convention assem- 
bles, the general sentiment appears to be 
in favor of nominating me I shall decide 
then whether or not I shall be a candidate. 
In a Presidential year, when the good of 
the Nation and the supremacy of the Re- 
publican organization are at stake, I think 
it would be both unwise and unbecoming 
for any man to make an effoft to have del- 
egates pledged to his support. The way 
ought to be left open for the nomination of 
the man who at the time the convention 
meets appears to be able to make the 
strongest run.”’ 

Senator Platt said that the letter which 
he had received from Elihu“Root, inform- 
ing him that he was not a candidate and 
would not accept the nomination if it were 
conferred upon him by the convention 


settled the question of Mr. Root’s candi- 
dacy. 

“J don’t believe his becomin i. 
nee is within the’ range of possibility now, 
said the Senator. ‘He writes me that he 
would not accept if nominated. Nothing 
could be more definite and final than that. 

‘“T am in favor of an open convention, 
as Gov. Odell declares he is,’ continued the 
Senator. ‘‘Of course we shall have our 
special preferences, but I do not believe that 
the candidate for nk paged a be decided 
upon until the convention meets.” 

Bpeakin of his talk with Mr. Woodruff 
on the political situation, when they were 
together Sunday at the Senator’s country 
home, the Senator said: 

“Mr. Woodruff told me that the Brook- 
lyn organization favored him for the 
nomination, but he would not decide 
whether or not he would be a candidate 
until the convention meets.” 

“Do you think he would make a strong 
candidate? ’’ ss 

** Yes, I think he would be strong. 

’ Senator Platt also spoke favorably of the 
candidacy of Lieut. Gov. Higgins. He an- 
nounced that Collector of the Port Nevada 
N. Stranahan would not accept the nomina- 
tion and was not being considered as a 
candidate. 

Senator Horace White of Sfracuse was a 
caller at Republican State Headquarters 
yesterday. He said that the sentiment in 
Onondaga and surrounding counties un- 
questionably had been decidedly in favor of 
the nomination of Mr. Root. With Mr. 
Root out of consideration, he thought On- 
ondaga County would faver ex-Lieut. Gov. 
Woodruff. e indicated. however, that 
the action of the delegation would depend 
upon the decision reached by the acknowl- 
edged leaders as to who would make the 
best run. Senator White said that he ex- 
pected to be a candidate for renomination. 
He admitted that he was a receptive can- 
didate for the nomination of Lieutenant 
Governor, but said that he would make 
no effort to secure that nomination.

TWO CHOICES SUCCESSFUL 


Best-Backed Horses Were Beaten in 


All the Other Races of the 
Saratoga Programme. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 22.—For the be- 
ginning of the last week of racing here 
the Saratoga Racing Association offered 
but a poor programme to-day, and with a 
selling stake as the feature of the pro- 
gramme the attendance was the lightest of 
the meeting. All the regulars of the season 
were on hand, however, and the defeat of 
four of the six favorites left backers at a 
big disadvantage. 

The stake feature of the day, the Am- 
sterdam Stakes, had the place of promi- 
nence, eight horses running for this event, 
with De Reszke, ridden by the popular 
jockey Hildebrand, the favorite throughout 
the betting. De Reszke broke second to the 
Western horse, Easy Street, but in the first 
few strides took command, and from that 
point on to the end of the race held com- 
mand, De Reszke winning by a head from 
Bobadil, which closed at the finish and was 
a good fighting second. 

The cne other winning favorite of the 
day was the E. R. Thomas two-year-old 
St. Bellane, which, after racing well for- 
Ward all the way, came on at the end and 
won the third race in clever style from the 
best of the J. E. Madden pair, Councilman. 
In the opening race Ishlana, now owned by 
J. A. Drake, was backed for a “ good 
thing,”’ and, starting at 6 to 1, finished 


first after leading from post to finish, and 
thus made a big reduction in the Drake 
losings of the meeting.

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CHINA’S NEUTRALITY. 

The official statement from Tokio, 
giving the official Japanese view of the 
neutrality of China, does not appear to 
proceed from statesmen especially solici- 
tous to preserve that neutrality. It will 
not, we should say, be satisfactory to 
statesmen of other countries to whom 
the preservation of Chinese neutrality is 
a main object. The case presented by 
the seizure of the Ryeshitelni in Ché-Foo 
is accentuated and has for the time 
been rendered acute by the Japanese 
threat to operate a similar seizure of 
the Askold at Shanghai. Happily this 
latter crisis seems to have been safely 
passed. The Taotai has had his back 
stiffened to resist the outrageous de- 
mand of the Russian Consul that a Rus- 
sian refugee ship should be permitted to 
refit and increase her fighting capacity 
at her leisure in a Chinese harbor. The 
body of Consuls of neutral Powers, 
backed by an imposing fleet of the war- 
ships ef those Powers which happened 
to be assembled at Shanghai, has doubt- 
less had a main share in bringing about 
this decision. It is a pity that there 
should not have been some similar agen- 
cy at Che-Foo to render the Chinese 
representative there at least temporarily 
a vertebrate Admiral. In that case 
we should have been spared one of 
the most unpleasant and dangerous 
incidents of the war. What threat- 
ened still more unpleasantness and still 
greater danger at Shanghai is adjust- 
ed by the decision to which the Euro- 
peans there may probably be trusted 
to hold the Taotai. Either the Rus- 
sian cruiser must leave the port to-day 
and take her chance with the Japanese 
warships that are waiting for her out- 
side, or else she must disarm and stay 
where she is until the conclusion of the 
war, just as her sister ships have been 
compelled to do that took refuge in the 
German port of Tsing-Tau, under the 
guns of a Power which was both able 
and determined to maintain its own neu- 
trality. 

One can perfectly understand and 
even sympathize with the Japanese im- 
patience of Chinese action and inaction, 
as it has been exhibited at Shanghai, 
both ip the case of the Askold, which 
has been in the harbor many days longer 
than she ought to have been allowed 
to remain, except in a disarmed and dis- 
mantled condition, and in the case of 
the Mandjur, which was caught there 
at the outbreak of the war and became 
the occasion of a long period of the usual 
Chinese shilly shally before she was 
finally rendered innocuous. But these 
facts by no means justify Japan, as one 
of the guarantors of the neutrality of 
China, either in cutting out the Ryeshi- 
telni under the guns of a Chinese battle- 
ship which ought to have protected her, 
or in threatening to cut out the Askold 
in the same manner. The former seizure 
is, the latter seizure would be, an act 
of war upon China. Such an act cannot 
be justified by any recognized view of 
international law in the face of the guar- 
antee which Japan joined in giving. The 
Japanese Government justly says that 
the status of China in the present war 
is ‘“‘an anomaly and a contradiction ” in 
that part of he- territory is belligerent 
and part neutral. But it is precisely be- 
cause of the anomalousness of the situ- 
ation that special measures had to be 
taken to safeguard the neutrality of 
China. Nor is there any practical dif- 
ficulty to be feared as a consequence of 
the anomalous situation if both belliger- 
ents will in good faith carry out their 
agreement to respect that neutrality, in 
so far as China is not necessarily the 
theatre of war. Practically the guarantee 
means, and is understood by everybody 
to mean, that Manchuria is handed 
over to the belligerents for military op- 
erations, but that the rest of China is 
to be kept as free from them as if there 
were no war in progress. It is not true, 
as alleged by the Japanese Government, 
that when a Russian gunboat took refuge 
in Che-Foo Russia “was guilty of a 
breach of the neutrality of China as es- 
tublished by the agreement of the bellig- 
erents.”” It is not true, as further al- 
leged in the Japanese manifesto, that it 
is “as a result of a broken engagement 
and a violated neutrality” that Rus- 
sian warships “find in the harbors of 
China safe refuge from capture or de- 
struction.” Nothing is better established 
in international law than that neutrals 
have the right to offer asylum, accord- 
ing to the promptings of humanity, to 
the remnants of a beaten army or @ 
beaten fleet. The restriction upon this 


] right is that the neutral must not let 


them out again with their belligerent 
force either augmented or renewed. A 
prompt disarmament or a prompt de- 
parture, the latter, in the case of a ship, 
within twenty-four hours is the choice 
of alternative to which the neutral is 
bound to shut up the fugitive. The neu- 
tral which fails to do this is responsible 
to the other belligerent for any damage 
which that belligerent may incur by rea- 
son of such a failure. But in the case 
of the Ryeshiteini Japan did not wait 
for the expiry of the twenty-four hours 
to which the Russian refugee was en- 
titled. In the case of the Askold she 
has taken the proper course. 
ing to the representative on the sot 
of the neutral Power and to the repre- 
sentatives on the spot of the guarantors 
of the neutrality, she has been righted 
without the necessity of the use of 
force, which would have been an act 
of war against the neutral nation im- 
possible to justify on the part of a guar- 
antor of its neutrality. 

It is most gratifying to be assured 
that the naval representative present of 
the United States has not done any 
of the wild things which were as- 
ascribed to him by the dispatches from 
Shanghai. The American fleet has not 
“cleared for action.”” An American gun- 
boat has not interposed herself in the 
line of Japanese fire upon the Russian 
refugee. The American Admiral has re- 
ceived no special instructions from the 
Navy Department, we are officially in- 
formed from Washington. He has been 
engaged, doubtless at the request of the 
American Consul, in protecting American 
property which would have been endan- 
gered in case of a conflict in the harbor 
between Russians and Japanese. ‘‘ The 
liars of Shanghai,” who were so active 
in 1895 and again in 1900, have been so 
inactive during the present war that 
they have been supposed to have moved 
to Che-Foo. But it is clear that some of 
them have remained, with their faculties 
unimpaired, and that they have found 
in the case of the Askold a congenial 
opportunity. 


THE BUILDING TRADES SITUATION. 
It is difficult to resist the conclusion 
that in the measures they are taking to 
retain the supremacy of their unions the 
leaders of these unions are forcing the 
issue of the open shop upon employers. 
If the union men who are out of work 
will not return +o the employment they 
have abandoned, and the unions which 
have remained true to the plan of arbi- 
tration will not permit their places to 
le filled by non-union men, or if they are 
so filled will themselves refuse to work 
with them, there does not seem to bea 
any alternative for the employers but to 
give up the effort to do business or de- 
clare the open-shop rule and stand by it. 
There is much talk about the immi- 
nence of the greatest and most protract- 
e:l strike the building trades have ever 
known if the builders insist upon the 
terms of their ultimatum. No doubt the 
leaders are eager to have such a strike 
begin, but it is doubtful if the men are 
in a position to face protracted idleness 
so near the end of the Summer season. 
There is no source from which the lib- 
eral financial assistance needed to sus- 
tain such a strike as that talked about 
can be expected. It would mean dire 
privation for the families of those tak- 
ing part in it, and the wage earner must 
have a lively imagination who can dis- 
cover any advantage to himself from 
sustaining the issues on which the re- 
calcitrant unions are now standing. 

No fact is better established in the 
confusion of the present situation than 
that the builders do not want to see the 
unions broken up. They have had re- 
course to individual agreements only be- 
cause no other course was open to 
them. Of this movement, involving the 
desertion of their unions by those who 
accept the employers’ plan, the union 
leaders are more afraid than of any 
other thing which seems imminent. Ap- 
parently it is the only way out for the 
employers, who are entirely willing that 
the men who return to work under in- 
dividual agreements shall form new 
unions, in which, indeed, they profess a 
willingness to help them. However, the 
threat of representatives of the unions 
which have not affiliated with the Al- 
liance to regard the members of these 
new unions as non-union men and to re- 
fuse to work with them indicates that 
the caldron is still in active ebullition 
and that its contents are not yet ready 
to recrystallize in new and more stable 
form. 

It will probably be another day or two 
before the atmosphere is sufficiently 
cleared to permit us to look about and 
determine what to expect. What at the 
moment seems least likely is an exten- 
sion of the strike and its indefinite pro- 
longation. The leaders who promise 
these things are reckoning without the 
membership of the unions for which they 
speak. The men are becoming tired of 
the whole farce-tragedy in which they 
have been reluctant participants, and 
the instinct of self-preservation will 
lead a great many to the conclusion 
that they are quite as able to act for 
themselves as their leaders are to act 
for them. When such,a movement be- 
gins the indicatiors warrant the belief 
that it will be a stampede. Slowness 
to begin it can have no other cause than 
that the men are afraid of death or 
grievous bodily injury.

THE WOOL TRICK. 

The Republican papers, following the 
hint of the especial protectionist organs, 
are trying again to frighten the farmers 
of the Central West. with the notion 
that a Democratic Administration will 
repeal the duty on wool and expose the 
American sheep to the’ competition of 
the pauper fleeces of Europe. 

The pauper fleece is the one the Ameri- 
can farmer does not and can not compete 


By appeal- 


with, since the wool grown in this coun- 
try is not of that sort, and .is practi- 
cally useless for carpet making and like 
employment. It:would help the manu- 
facturer immensely and it would not hurt 
the sheep raiser at all if such wool could 
be admitted to be worked up by Ameri- 
can labor. There are other sorts of for- 
eign wool which our manufacturers 
could use to advantage for mixing, if 
they could get them at reasonable rates. 
As they cannot, they are largely forced 
to resort to the employment of shoddy. 

How free importation of wool affects 
both the farmer and the manufacturer 
was clearly shown during the period 
when it was permitted under the act of 
1894, In the three years ending with 
1897 the amount of wool retained for 
consumption in the United States was 
7.59 pounds per capita of the population. 
Of this amount 3.91 pounds was Ameri- 
can wool and the rest was imported. 
In the three years ending with 1901 the 
amount of wool retained for consump- 
tion was only 5.13 pounds, and of this 
only 3.09 pounds was native. Thus it 
will be seen that with the burdensome 
duty taken from the raw material of 
woolen manufacturers they used an aver~ 
age of nearly 50 per cent. more wool, 
necessarily giving more employment to 
American iabor in that proportion, while 
the amount of American wool used was 
nearly one-third greater, thus giving a 
market to the American farmer better 
than he had when the manufacturer was 
hampered in getting his material. 

It is one of the commonplaces of the 
manufacturing business that the greatest 
possible freedom of choice in purchasing 
material is most advantageous for the 
production of the best and most varied 
and cheapest goods. This is particularly 
true when the export trade is concerned. 
In that trade the competition of the 
world has to be met. With our ingenuity 
in the use of machinery and with our in- 
telligent workmen, we ought to be able 
to find a market for our woolen goods 
in all the countries to which such goods 
are sent by our rivals. As a matter of 
fact, we have practically no foreign trade 
in woolen manufactures of any kind, the 
total for the year ending with June 30 
being less than $2,000,000 in value, three- 
fourths of that being wearing apparel. 
Meanwhile we import some $25,000,000 
worth of wool of all sorts, more than half 
of which is for carpets, and also buy 
abroad some $17,000,000 worth of woolen 
manufactures, of which one-half is dress 
goods. We thus fail to command our 
own market wholly, and in effect aban- 
don all other markets to our competitors. 
That is not a proud position for a coun- 
try of our immense resources for rais- 
ing wool and for making woolen goods. 
It is the direct result of the meddling, 
ignorant, arbitrary tariff legislation. 


THE ALIENIST. 

To expect a gentleman of Mr. MICHAEL 
HINEs’s versatility to know in advance 
of assuming a line of official duties 
what those duties consist of and how 
they shotld be performed were to under- 
value his facility of adaptation to any 
and every condition promising advantage 
in emolument or usufruct. That he did 
not know when commissioned Secretary 
of the State Board of Alienists what an 
alienist was, save that he had some- 
thing to do with “them aliens that come 
here from foreign countries and need 
looking after,” is not surprising, That 
his lifelong business has had to do with 
the production of conditions claiming the 
attention of the alienist by reason of 
the aberrations which follow a too liberal 
indulgence in the dispensations of the 
Bowery bar would seem to suggest that 
he should have known more about this 
particular subject than he did. However, 
many estimable men have possessed lim- 
ited vocabularies, and have shown a ten- 
dency to be misled by terms concerning 
the meaning of which they are not clear. 
Before receiving his appointment from 
the Governor, had Mr. Hines been re- 
ferred to in casual conversation as an 
alienist, he might have resented it with 
unnecessary emphasis—suggesting a 
pleasing incident which recently hap- 
pened in one of our Western States. A 
local Deputy Sheriff who had manifested 
a good deal of detective skill and some 
courage in discovering and arresting a 
thief was referred to by the local news- 
paper in terms of high praise as “our 
lynx-eyed representative of the majesty 
of the law.” Next morning the Deputy 
Sheriff, with a knife in his belt and 
a revolver in his hip pocket, waited upon 
the editor. ‘‘ Now, look here,” said he, 
“TI ain’t no objection to what you say, 
about my official conduc’, but when you 
get down to personalities and make re- 
marks about my appearance, I don’t 
stand for it. This mornin’ you called 
me lynx-eyed. Now I want you to 
understand I ain’t no more lynx-eyed 
than you are, and if you don’t take 
that back and print a suitable apology 
right now, I’ll pump you so full of lead 
your pall bearers can’t tote you to the 
cemetery.” 

Hereafter one may call Mr. HINES an 
alienist, even in his presence, with- 
out fear of consequences. His records 
as Secretary of the Board of Alienists, 
if kept by himself, will be documents of 
exceptional interest, and if published will 
add not a little to the gayety of nations. 
For example, we can imagine him writ- 
ing to the Italian Consul at this port 
something as follows: 


We've got a lot of dagoes on Ward's Isl- 
and that’s gone daffy, and the State of 
New York ain't got no use for that sort of 
aliens. We're goin’ to tumble the whole lot 
of them back home again, and if you want 
to do anything about it you'd better get a 
move on. No bughouse aliens for us. 

Mr. Hines as Secretary of the State 
Board of Alienists will at least serve the 
function of the kangaroo in the natural 
history of the German father who, when 
his little boy at the Zoo asked what 


that animal was good for, replied: 


. my son, the Australians must 


have something to laugh at.”

BLACK PROPHETS. 

Loosing the tongue of prophecy among 
the blacks of the South may sometimes 
be followed by consequences beyond the 
prophet’s intention, and so disturbing to 
social order that the seer himself has to 
take leg bail and fly from the social dis- 
order which his forecasts have created. 
The crow-black vates who has just 
named a near date for the destruction 
by fire of Wilmington, N. C., with the 
result that most of the negroes fled from 
that city, tying up all the wheels of in- 
dustry, little and big, and distributing 
the social confusion of an earthquake, 
was no doubt as much surprised at the 
effect of his prognostications as any of 
the terrified fugitives who fled before 
them. He did not stay to witness all 
the results of his prophecy, but departed 
for his home in New Berne as soon as 
the exodus set in, traveling incog. at his 
top notch of speed, treading the shadow 
of the pursuing local police intent to add 
to his prophetic glory the crowning lustre 
of martyrdom. The time appointed for 
the destruction of the city came and 
went; the latter still stands unburned 
upon its foundations, and probably the 
alarmed and fugitive negroes are al- 
ready filtering back into their old places 
and taking up their suspended duties 
with correcter notions of the true value of 
that kind of prophecy than they had 
before. Prince Grorce III., ruler of the 
universe, as the disturber of their civic 
and social peace called himself, need not 
go to Wilmington any more to read 
the stars for that modest capital as 
JONAH read them for Nineveh, though 
there is no certainty that he may not 
try to work off his alarming forecasts 
elsewhere, creating similar panics in 
other exposed and credulous communi- 
ties. There is no way of tying up the 
activities of self-anointed ministers of 
this kind and color, and the proneness 
of their race to influences such as they 
distribute is sure to continue as long as 
the race itself abides. 

The Wilmington flurry was a slight 
one, to abate like an afternoon thunder 
shower, leaving everything to go on as 
usual, the negroes no doubt a trifle 
wiser for their lesson for a few months 
or weeks at least. But with ten million 
blacks distributed over the South the 
possibility of wider panics of like sort 
among them, having a kind of bastard 
religious origin and the sanction of Bib- 
lical and traditional precedents, is not to 
be lost sight of, though there is no known 
way of foreseeing or averting them. If 
@ prophet of MoOHAMMED’s dimensions and 
qualities were some time to arise among 
them with a brand-new Gospel fitted to 
their emotional needs and outward con- 
ditions an exciting chapter might be 
added to their and the country’s history. 
There is no present sign of such a one; 
Prince GroRGE IIL, ruler of the universe, 
does not fill the bill at all, but time is 
long; the unexpected is continually hap- 
pening in it, and the unexpected prophet, 
now and then a rousing big one, is con- 
tinually arriving, not to the black race 
alone, but to all of them in their re- 
motest dwelling places. So far as the 
South is concerned, a succession of small 
ones, exhausting their prophetic afflatus 
in limited areas and with small but an- 
noying results, is the worst that need be 
looked for at present, but that swarm of 
gadflies is.no more to be exterminated 
than the boll weevil, and will continue to 
buzz and hum here and there beyond 
any agency so far discovered to silence 
them. Wilmington may count itself 
lucky that it gets back its dispersed la- 
borers and domestic help after so brief 
an outing, and it will have small use for 
prophets of the wrong color and with un- 
certain credentials from this time on.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—~—The English have usually posed as the 
discoverers of sport and sportsmanship, as 
newly married couples have been observed 
to act as if they had invented matrimony. 
But every brush with ‘our transatlantic 
cousins has revealed a hole in the armor 
of Sir Galahad. Mr. RaLpH D. Parnz, the 
old Yale oar and new American journalist, 
who was Collier’s representative at the 
recent international games in London, 
writes: 


There is always a perceptible shadow of sus- 
picion in English minds that no other race 
of men lives up to the lofty standards of Brit- 
ish sportsmanship, and when the “ Yankee 
athlete wins ’’—well, really he ought not to 
have tried so hard to win. Even the Secretary 
of the Queen’s Club, that most exclusive and 
representative of English organizations for 
gentlemen sportsmen, said to me after the 
victory: ‘‘Oh, you chaps would not have come 
over this year if you had not felt sure you 
had an easy thing of it.” This little snarl 
of the hard loser overlooked the fact that Ox- 
ford and Cambridge sent the challenge, nor 
would they have sent it unless their team was 
believed to be exceptionally strong. Indeed, it 
figured on paper as fully the match of the 
Americans, without considering any advan- 
tage of home climate and grounds. 


It was so when a Harvard four rowed 
Oxford in 186¥, as may be read in a fair 
and impartial account of the affair in 
“The Harvard Book,’ published in 1875. 
Th2 Englishmen manoeuvred skillfully ba- 
fore the race for every advantage, and 
when the contest was finally on gave their 
guests the backwash from their oars, after 
Harvard, while leading, had chivalrously 
abstained from rowing in front of Oxford. 
It has been much the same in almost every 
contest since, and especially when Amer- 
icans have won. Even in contests between 
Oxford and Cambridge there has been dis- 
creditable manceuvring and jockeying, as 
any one familiar with the secrets of inter- 
"Varsity sport must remember. The main 
difference is that in England the warring 
factions do not :ush into print with their 
fracas. In the public airing of our inter- 
collegiate rows there is something of the 
spirit of democracy, Lut :nuch, also, of the 
spirit of unlick cubs. We differ from 
our cousins not so much in the maculation 
of our HMnen as in the publicity of its wash- 
ing. 


—Silent be! It is the cat! The precau- 
tion which Dick Deadeye commanded with 
respect to the harmless necessary mouser 
of the good ship Pinafore would probably 
have been carefully followed by Chief 
Officer Hopers of the Satsuma with re- 
gard to the portentous and highly orna- 
mental Sacred Siamese,’ (which a China- 


man ‘took 60 centsfor, being in terror of 
the. Siamese polide,) except that King 
Chulalo: , outraged by the sacri- 
ligious theft, has offered $1,000 for her re- 
turn. For ourselves, we are tempted to 
regret the officer’s speech, for the Sacred 
Siamese is at once the rarest and the most 
beautiful of its kind. Yet there.is a ray 
of hope, for unto Siamese Jane five kit- 
tens were born on the voyage; and is 
there not a law, common or garden, na- 
tional, international, or piratical, by which 
a& man divides the younglings born on his 
estate with the owner of the mother? If 
not, then that ancient and approved 
maxim, de minimis non curat lex, should 
be judiciously stretched to cover the five 
before they are too big. The Maltese cat 
is fine and soft to the touch, but the 
Sacred Siamese is finer and softer, more 
soothing to the senses of spinsterhood than 
sable to the grande dame, or ermine to an 
Empress. The tortoise shell cat is some- 
times fair to look on, but the coat of the 
Sacred Siamese makes it look, in compari- 
son, like a chromo, It is no yellow, this, 
but a rich, deep old ivory, suffused with 
gold, like the afterglow of sunset in a paint- 
ing by RovussHavu, and with mature years 
the back of the Sacred Siamese darkles 
into a golden brown like a Rousseau forest 
depth in the middle distance. The first 
of Sacred Jane’s kind to reach our shores, 
as far as we know, came on an American 
man-of-war, and like her, paid passage 
for her voyage. One of the kittens has 
long been the property of a gentlewoman 
in Westchester County. For years it was 
hoped to find her a royal and sacred mate, 
but in vain. This Sacred Siamese became 
profanely smitten with a big black tom, 
and since then has regularly and copiously 
had kittens in the likeness of the night. 
Of later years other Sacred Siamese have 
come over, how we do not know. Some 
few are on Long Island, and others are 
said to be in Philadelphia. They have 
even been exhibited on the bench.: But 
what we want is millions. On no other 
terms can spinsterhood be given the vogue 
or the comfort it deserves.

=—Is the Golden Rule workable? the late 
Mayor of Toledo, the Hon. SAMUEL MILTON 
Jongs, thought # was, and in a letter in 
the current Collfer’s tells how. At the outset 
he paraphrases it this way: ‘As you do 
unto others, others will do unto you. The 
Golden Rule ic the law of action and re- 
action, in the field of morals; just as 
positive, just as definite, just as certain 
here as in the domain of physics.’’ Surely 
this Is‘not only to make the Golden Rule 
work, but to make it take off its coat and 
vest, and gather in a hole in its belt. It 
i@“hire and salary, not the fine and deep 
revenge of altruism. When it comes to 
paraphrasing the Golden Rule, there is no 
limit to the doctrine it can be -made to 
inculcate. .On Wall Street they say: ‘“ Do 
@hers.or they will do you.” In politics it is: 
* Do others as they would do you, and do 
them first.’’ The true Golden Rule has noth- 
ing to say about what the world will do to 
you, only what you desire in human con- 
duct. In this lies its supernal greatness. 
The Wall Street adage is merely that by 
which, in the lowest orders of life the fit- 
test brute survives. The political adage 
grafts upon it the cunning of the simian. 
The paraphrase of the late Mayor of 
Toledo adds only a pragmatical, mundane 
common sense. True altruism is that of the 
mother, who asks no return, and usually 
gets none but tHe satisfaction of the 
maternal instinct. For her life and conjugal 
love prove not enough, and she takes her 
revenge in her cabined and confined exist- 
ence, pouring the surplus of her affection 
down the chute of the generations. In its 
spiritua? ‘extension maternal love includes 
the future of the race, over whjch true men 
brood with fondness, well knowing that 
posterity will never do anything to repay 
the debt, except perhaps to pass it on still 
further. Even the idea of Love, the late 
Mayor sophisticates in paraphrasing it. “I 
use the word love as being synonymous 
with reason.” Ask the setting hen how 
reasonable she is. Ask the philanthropist! 
Since President ROOSEVELT spoke on this 
duty of to-day unto to-morrow, parents 
everywhere have argued reasonably, even 
convincingly, against him. But not with 
the words of love. Modern philosophy tells 
us that the motive powers of progress are 
hunger and love. In the forum and the 
market viace hunger rules, or at most 
the fundamental and selfish aspects of the 
sex instinct. The reason that governs there 
has little enough to do with anything be- 
yond the individual. All efforts to make 
business and statesmanship square with 
the Gospels have miserably failed. A clergy- 
man who Sately tried to make a truly 
Christian newspaper pay its way was 
howled down the pious themselves as 
blasphemous. In these primary activities 
of mankind the Decalogue, even, has to 
fight for a foothold. Let the Golden Rule 
put on its coat. Its fight is for a present 
satisfaction too sublime for shirtsleeves, a 
future reaction that cannot be measured 
in terms of physics. 


—=And thus does the whirligig of time 
shut the gate of the elevated in the face 
of the once insolent guard! The leaders of 
the threatened strike hesitate before taking 
the decisive step because they recognize 
that their men have forfeited the sympathy 
of the public, in spite of the fact that the 
road also has given many a grievance. With 
his hand on the lever the guard finds a 
fiendish pleasure in snapping the gate shut 
in the face of a busy man who has larded 
sidewalk and steps in an effort to catch 
the train. From his uniform of authority 
he speaks angrily and contemptuously to 
a man squirming out through an over- 
crowded platform. But there do come times 
when he reflects that it might have been 
better to be as civil and considerate as his 
employers are not. We commend to the 
elevated employé the interpretation which 
the late Mayor Jonzs of Toledo has put on 
the Golden Rule as peculiarly appropriate 
to the shirtsleeves of his manners.

PROTEST AGAINST A PARK. 


Changes in Middle West Side Make It 
Unnecessary. 


To the Editor of The New York Times; 

The proposed Hamilton Park, situated be- 
tween Twenty-seventh and Twenty-eighth 
Streets, Ninth and Tenth Avenues, is a 
“job”’ gotten up for the benefit of a few 
politicians who own real estate in the terri- 
tory which the City of New York desires 
to condemn. 

Such a park, if laid out, will prove a detri- 
ment to us all. It will be a resort for 
tramps. 

Our Board of Aldermen about three weeks 
since appropriated $50,000 for a ‘“‘ drunk” 
and ‘‘feed”’ on the day of the opening of 
the subway, but this contemplated park 
is about the worst plan of any. The mid- 
dle west side is rapidly undergoing a 
change, stores are invading private locali- 
ties, flat houses and hotels are contem- 
plated, and within five years business en- 
terprises will take the place of residences. 
Why erect a park which will not benefit 
ary one when the money spent could be 
applied to a more useful purpose? We need 
more school room, better paved streets, and 
more policemen. 

As a resident of this locality for over 
fifty years, I feel assured that the money 
expended for this park will be wasted. The 
march of industry and commerce will prove 
a beom to the building trade, and the pri- 
yate house has got to go. The Pennsylva- 
nia terminal at Thirty-first Street has 
driven away no less than 12,000 families. 
Four hundred houses and three churches 
have been purchased, and other alterations 
are contemplated on the land near it. The 
neighborhood will be one devoted to trade, 
and great warehouses must be a natural 
result of the improvement. The deeper 
water of the Hudson River will afford 
steamships greater facilities, and new piers 
will be the consequence, and the progress 
will be great and rapid. The middle west 
side is doomed, and private residences, 
churches, and even schools must give way 
to business.

AN ARMY MANOEUVRE COMEDY 


Leo Ditrichstein and Ida Conquest Head 
an Able but Misplaced Cast 
in This Comedy. 


The dramatic season opened briskly if nct 
impressively last night at the Garrick The- 
atre with “ Military Mad,’ one of Mr. Leo 
Ditrichstein’s ubiquitous adaptations from 
the repertory of the Irving Place Theatze. 
This time the original was a bright and de- 
servedly popular farce comedy, by Franz 
von Schoenthau, turning on the real love- 
making and the sham soldiery of one of the 
military manoeuvres the Kaiser loves so 
well—‘‘Im Bunten Rock,” we believe the 
name was. 

Let us frankly and gratefully admit 
that the piece amazed a hot-weather au- 
dience. For the most part, to be sure, 
the fun was of a mildly theatrical and 
rather threadbare kind; but that is the way 
of the elder German school, to which he 
piece belongs; and in the playless season 
any fun is welcome that makes one for- 
get a wilting collar. Two or three times 
in treating the humors of ray soldiers and 
sham battles the comedy was afresh, meas- 
urably human, and theatrically effective. 
The audience laughed long and heartily. 
There was more than enough merriment 
to carry the piece to success. 

All of which does not hide the fact that 
the performance falls far below any real 
excellence in farce comedy. The adapta- 
tion, in so far as it consisted in making the 
heroine (who works such real havoc in the 
hearts of the sham combatants) an Ameri- 
can heiress was fortunate enough. It was 
in the general atmosphere that the evening 
was deficient. Except for the uniform and 

he three-quarter length portrait of the 
IKXaiser, done to his own artistic taste in the 
wall, the soldiers might have been any- 
body’s soldiers. 

In particular, a consistent neglect of the 
thousand magnificent details of verisimili- 
tude in acting, stage management, scene 
painting, and lighting, removed all possi- 
bility of illusion as to the mimic war that 
was waging off the stage. One never fora 
moment believed in the manoeuvres. This 
was a great pity, for not only a large part 
of the comedy, but almost all of the ro- 
mance depended on our taking the mimic 
warfare almost, if not quite, as seriously 
as the soldiers did. In the original, one 
gathered, there was a good deal of the real 
breath and sweep of large military move- 
ments executed in a careful and soldierly 
manner. There must have been this to 
make the love story appealing, and its de- 
nouement comic. Last night it was all ex- 
aggerated make-believe, that brought at 
best the merriment of effective stage tricks. 

The actors were a lot of clever people 
who would have been excellent if there 
had been any ensemble, and if, to use one 
of the hero’s catch phrases, they had all 
been in the picture. But the German of 
Hoboken rubbed against that of Bavaria, 
and was capped by the German of South 
Braintree, Mass. 

Mr. Ditrichstein was the hero, and bar- 
ring a matter of military carriage, was 
strung in the right key. Mr. Henry V. 
Donnelly was still in the period of Madison 
Morton farce in which he used to shine in 
the Murray Hill Theatre. Mr. Thomas 
Wise was a Baron B’gosh. One of the most 
able and intelligent, and by all odds the 
most laughable performance was the booby 
volunteer played by George Henry Trader, 
late of Mr. Donnelly’s company. But it 
was as German as Yonkers beer. 

Ida Conquest was herself again in the 
American heroine, with all her usual sac- 
charine intonations, caressings of last syl- 
lables, and conscious poses of naiveté. She 
was also as good to look upon and (or so 
it seemed) injected into her acting more 
than her usual animation and mercurial 
spirits. If she would only let us discover 
her charms without insisting on them, how 
much more we should like her! Elly Coll- 
mer did a small but good acting part well, 
and Edith Barker was quite thrown away.

VARIEGATED REFORMERS 
DISCUSS SUBWAY TAVERN 


Temperance, Semi-Temperance, 
and Anti-Temperance Folk Talk. 


MEETING CONDEMNS SCHEME 


Speaker Says Bishop Potter “Cut Off 
His Head” Like Dewey When 
He Married. 


Reformers of both sexes and of various 
generations and all shades of opinion met 
last night in the Metropolitan Temple, at 
Seventh Avenue and Fourteenth Street, for 
a free and open discussion of the merits 
and demerits of the “ Subway Tavern.” . 

“Does it or does it not tend to solve the 
liquor problem?” 

“Was the action of Bishop Potter in 
connection therewith praiseworthy or other- 
wise?”’ 

These were the questions before the meet- 
ing, and from the points of view of the 
total abstainer, the moderate drinker, and 
the man who only drinks when he_ feels 
like it, the subject was vigorously dealt 
with. No one who owned an opinion hes!l- 
tated to express it. 

Francis M. Fox, a portly man, who said 
he was not a teetotaler, ‘‘as most of my 
friends know,” held that nothing on earth 
could stop liquor selling. ‘In his exalted 
place of wealth and position,’ said Mr. 
Fox, ‘‘ Bishop Potter is beyond the criti- 
cism of the common herd. He practices 
what he preaches. He is consistent. Like 
Dr. Rainsford, he seeks to mitigate the 
evil, knowing there is absolutely no way to 
eradicate it.”’ 

“* Nonsense!" exclaimed a woman, elderly 
and ponderous, jumping to her feet and 
shaking her clenched fist in the direction 
of the last speaker. “ Bishop Potter has 
lost his senses completely. He has cut his 
head off, so far as religion goes, as com- 
pletely as Dewey cut his head off polit- 
ically when he came back from Manila 
and got married. If such places as this 
tavern are allowed to exist, we shall have 
a Nation of drunkards—a Nation of drunk- 
en women, too. This tavern is the very 
gate of hell. It 1s a licensed sin, and 
Bishop Potter is to blame for it, He ain't 
no Pope of mine! Now, why doesn’t he 
spend some of his money building decent 
clubs for the workingman?” 

Then up spoke one Mrs. Fox, who was 
“nursed as an Episcopalian and came to 
New York with an open Bible.” Even 
when at the point of death once, she said, 
she had refused elderberry wine as a stim- 
ulant, and never could see what people got 
drunk for, anyway. 

“*T contend that one who has never tasted 
liquor hasn’t any right to discuss the mat- 
ter,”” chimed in a precocious youth in an- 
other part of the room, who was sorry he 
spoke a minute later, when several of his 
hearers assured him that to learn to dread 
fire it wasn’t necessary to get burned. 

The orator of the evening by common 
consent was W. J. McNickle, a young man 
with a studious look. 

“Some say,” declared McNickle, “that 
this tavern is a workingman’s club. That’s 
an insult to the Nation. Big Bill Devery 
opened a saloon last week in Far. Rocka- 
way with the announcement that he did 
so for the benefit of the downtrod, but 
that he intended to make money at the 
same time. Devery and Potter have gone 
into the same business. Saloons are the 
resorts of bums, pickpockets, -and politi- 


cians, and there’s mighty little difference 
between them, except that the politician 
has a scientific way about him, and is 
backed up by the law. 4 ¢ 

Thomas J. Russell, colore said that 
sentiments bobbed up within him so fast 
that they clogged his tongue, but he 
couldn’t see why any sane man should drink 
“the plagued poison” for, anyway, and 
maintained that the man who would uphold 
Bishop Potter’s act would uphold the devil. 
An Englishman, who said he had been a 
practical Christian for twenty-six years, 
was in favor of showing sin no quarter. 
“In England Bishops even were known 
sometimes to keep doubtful company, and 
nm for one, take precious little stock in 
them.” 

The effect of the canteen among soldiers 
was touched upon by Mrs. Edwin Nelson 
of Florida. 

“I know of several towns in the South,” 
she said, ‘“‘ whose saloonkeepers got rich 
on the money of soldiers who carried can- 
teens, so it makes little difference how men 
get liquor, so long as they will have it. 

Bishop Potter should have kept his hands 
off this saloon, but you know the old say- 
ing that ‘the Yankees are such pryers 
that you couldn’t keep ’em out if you 
built a wall around hell.’”’ 

Several spoke in favor of the Subway 
Tavern scheme, one man saying that he 
knew its proprietor personally, and knew 
he was sincere in his motive. Among the 
last speakers was a man with blonde side 
whiskers, who contended that Bishop Pot- 
ter’s place was in an aylum. The discus- 
sion seemed likely to last the better part 
of the night when the Chairman brought 
his gavel down with a thump. Upon clos- 
ing, it was resolved by a practically unani- 
tnous voie that ‘‘ the methods of the lately 
dedicated Subway Tavern cannot solve the 
liquor problem.”’ 


YACHTS IN OCEAN CUP RACE. 


Resolute, Endymion, and Atlantic Sail- 
ing from Newport to Sandy Hook.

NEWPORT, R. I., Aug. 22.—Three schoon- 
er yachts, the Resolute, owned by John W. 
Masury, the Endymion, owned by George 
Lauder, Jr., and the Atlantic, Wilson Mar- 
shall, left this morning under very favor- 
able circumstances to race from Brenton’s 
Reef lightship to Sandy Hook lightship 
and return for the Brenton Reef cup. 

It is the first time that this cup has 
been raced for in these waters since the 
British cutter Genesta won the cup from 
Commodore Colt’s schooner Dauntless in 
1885. The cup was then carried across the 
Atlantic and was brought back by Royal 
Phelps Carroll’s Navahoe. 

The race was to have been started on 
Saturday, but the sea was so heavy that 
the start was postponed. The start was 
made at 10:45 this morning in a compara- 
tively smooth sea and a fair sailing breeze 
from the south-southwest. The Regatta 


Committee took the times at the start as 
Resolute, 10:45:11; Endymion, 10:46:13; 
Atlantic, 10:50:05. 

The Resolute crossed the line 11 seconds 
after the starting signal. She carried main- 
sails, working topsails, staysails, jibs, and 
small jibtopsail. The Endymion was 1 
minute and 2 seconds later in crossing. 
She wore the same sails and broke out a 
staysail as she crossed. The Atlantic took 
plenty of time to come about and was 
nearly 5 minutes behind the Resolute. She 
broke out two staysails as she crossed. 
All three boats headed in toward Narragan- 
sett Pier, the Resolute gaining slightly on 
the Endymion on the tack, The yachts 
were well out to Point Judith’by noon. The 
race is 280 miles and it is expected that 
the yachts will finish_in forty hours, re- 
turning here early Wednesday morning. 
The boats sail without time allowance. 

The special races to be held between the 
70-footers, Virginia and Rainbow, and the 
60-footers, Weetamoe and Neola, have been 
declared off.

TIEGLER RELIEF PARTY 
HOPES TO REACH FIALA 


Report of Aug. 4 Says Ice Is 
Clearing. 


LONG STRUGGLE WITH FLOES 


Fought Way te Within Seventy Miles 
of Franz Joseph Land—Then 
Drifted Back. 


William Ziegler received yesterday a de- 
tailed report from W. 8. Champ, who went 
out from Norway early in the Summer with 
the steamship Frithjof, to cary relief to 
the Ziegler polar expedition under Anthony 
Fiala, on the America. The report tells 
of the severe arctic season and the futile 
attempts of the Frithjof to buck the ice 
fields, and shows that the relief party at 
one time succeeded in getting within sev- 
enty miles of Franz Josef Land and then 
had to give it up. 

Champ’s plan is to reach Cape Flora 
before the Winter season begins, about 
Sept. 5. There he expects to find news of 
Fiala and the main expedition. A part of 
the report to Mr. Ziegler describing recent 
experiences is as follows: 

““We entered the ice on the 9th of July 
and bucked our way up to about 77 degrees 
80 minutes between 35 degrees and 46 de- 
grees longitude, where we met such a heavy 
pack ice that we were simply powerless 
to go further north in this position. We 
then forced our passage through the ice 
westward and got a good lead northeast, 
but again met the heaviest ice so far en- 
countered. From the crow’s nest we thought 
there was open water to the north, and if 
we could get through the ice ahead of us 
we believed we could make Franz Josef 
Land, so at full speed we bucked the heavy 
pack ice until we were many miles in the 
pack. 

“The ice gradually became more closely 
packed and larger floes, and to continue 
in this course meant being caught fast and 
drifting with the ice as a whole, Therefore, 
we again extricated ourselves from this 
position and continued for a week to look 
for a favorable lead to northward. We 
followed the pack ice, however, to within 
thirty miles of Nova Zembla, when it again 
turned southward to the shores of that 
island. 

“We worked northward again on the 26th 
of July and between 44° and 45° longitude 
forced our way 78° 30’ north latitude, about 
seventy miles from Cape Flora. Here we 
met the floe ice, and although we spent a 
week trying to force a passage, could not 
make a further northing. 

‘On the morning of July 31, for the first 
time in three weeks, the horizon was free 
from fog, and we were enabled to get a good 
view of the ice in every direction. We found 
that we could not do anything more until 
the wind or swells broke up the floes, 
which were rotten but impossible to navi- 
gate. It was at this stage that the Chief 
Engineer reported 105 tons of coal on board, 
which was an inadequate amount for us to 
be of any service to the America, i. e., so 
far as being able to coal her. It was then 
decided to take advantage of the condi- 
tions to return to Vardoe for coal. 

“We have had nothing but warm weath- 
er, rain, and fog all the time, no wind— 
with the exception of one day—so the ice 
has gradually rotted, and if we only get a 
good blow th? whole situation will change 
in a few days. We will be back to our last 
position not later than Aug. 9 or 10, so that 
we will have a full month to accomplish 
our mission, and have no doubt we will get 
through. 

“‘ This failure has been a great disappoint- 
ment to us, as we are all anxious to reach 
Franz Josef Land and be of aid to the boys 
on the America, in case of need. The party 
on board are all. well, and we shall spare 
neither ship nor coal to get through. There 
has been very little game to be seen, which 
is difficult to explain, as we have been on 
favorable ice for all kinds of arctic game.

JOHN LOWBER WELSH DEAD. 


Philadelphia Financler Who Originally 
Planned Stee! Trust.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 22.-J. Lowber 
Welsh, financier, promoter, and railroad 
organizer, died at 9:25 o’clock this morning 
in his country home, Hillbrow, at Birch 
Lane and Montgomery Avenue, Chestnut 
Hill, of a complication of diseases. Mrs. 
Welsh and her sons, Edward and Charlies 
Welsh, were at the deathbed. Mr. Welsh’s 
only daughter, Mrs. Persifor Frazer, Jr., 
was at Narragansett, an invalid, and was 
not told of her father’s serious condition. 

John Lowber Welsh was born to wealth 
created by two generations of careful, con- 
servative financters. His grandfather, 
John Welsh, was a contemporary and asso- 
ciate of Stephen Girard, and was one of 
the few big men of Philadelphia, who re- 
mained in the city and aided Girard during 
the yellow fever visitation of 1793. He 
founded the bank of Philadelphia, now the 
Philadelphia National, in 1803. 

John Lowber ‘Welsh made a name fer 
himself here and abroad as a practical 
financier before he attained his thirtieth 
year. He went to Europe in 1870 and 
placed the Reading RaNway loan, a feat 
then regarded as remarkable. Thereafter 
his connection with the corporation was in- 
timate and at times vital. With Judge 
Paxson and Samuel Dickson he acted as re- 
ceiver for the company. 

He_ succeeded Samuel R. Shipley as a 
member of the Board of Managers in 1891, 
and was made Chairman of the Voting 
Trust. He co-operated in 1892 with A. J. 
Drexel, J._Pierpont Morgan, and J. Rogers 
Maxwell, President of the Central Railroad 
of New Jersey, in financing the scheme for 
the anthracite commission planned to in- 
crease the revenues of the road. 

Another of Mr. Welsh’s 
achievements was the building of what is 
now the Philadelphia Rapid Transit Com- 
pany. In 1898, when electric traction was 
coming into general use, he organized the 
People’s Traction Company. His ambition 
to merge the two big rival systems, the 
Electric Traction and the Philadelphia 
Traction, was gratified in 1895 by the or- 
ganization of the Union Traction Company, 
of which he was made the first President. 

He remained President until September, 
1898, when he declined to stand for re- 
election. Soon after he devoted himself to 
the affairs of his own firm and that of 
Drexel & Co., with which he had been 
connected for many years in an advisory 
capacity. 

It is no secret that the idea which was 
symbolized in the formation of the United 
States Steel Corporation was Mr. Welsh’s 
long before Mr. Morgan organized the va- 
rious steel plants. Mr. Welsh was largely 
interested in the Cambria Steel Company, 
and at a time of general depression in the 
business made the suggestion of a com- 
bination. A refusing interest was too im- 
portant to be ignored, so the plan was 
abandoned. 

Other concerns with which he was iden- 
tified were the Penn Traffic Company, (the 
corporation that operates the compan 
stores of the Cambria works at Johnstown, 
the peraene Watch Case Company, and 
the Edison Electric Company. Estimates 
pence him among the richest men in the 
State. 


MRS. CAROLINE B. ELY DEAD. 


Widow of Civil War Fighter—Wrote of 
Reminiscences.

Mrs. Caroline Boies Ely, widow of Col. 
George B. Ely, died at the residence of her 
daughters, the Misses Ely, Riverside Drive 
and BHighty-fifth Street, yesterday in the 
seventy-ninth year of her age. 

Mrs, Ely was an earnest student of mod- 
ern history, and she remembered Jackson, 
Clay, Calhoun, and Van Buren. She re- 


cently wrote reminiscences of Choate and 
Webster. 

When the first — was fired on Fort 
Sumter her husband was arguing a case in 
the Court House, at Madison, Wis. A regi- 
ment was organized by the lawyers there 
present, with Mr. Ely as Captain. This 
regiment was a part of the famous Iron 
Brigade that suffered severely in the sec- 
ond battle of Bull Run, and Mrs. Ely after- 
ward entertained in her house in Washing- 
ton the fourteen men of her husband's 
company who came out of the fight un- 
hurt. She visited the wounded in the 
Washington hospitals, and in later years 
told many stories of the soldiers ahd also 
of Stanton, Chase, and Lincoln. 

At the outset of the Spanish-American 
war Mrs. Ely wrote an article protesting 
against it. She also wrote upon the friars 
lands controversy in the Philippines, and 
prior to her last illness was preparing a 
pro-Russtan article relative to the preseni 
war.

Stocks Strong; Call Money Easy, 1 
to 1 1-4 Per Cent. 


General Recovery in Prices Favored by 
Decline in Price of Wheat. 


Favored by the reaction in wheat, the 
Stock market yesterday advanced, in 
many instances quite sharply, and closed 
at about the best prices of the day. There 
was much in the trading to suggest that 
just as the professionals arrayed on the 
bear side had made Saturday’s market, 
BO those inclined to take the bull side 
Were responsible for the improvement 
which came about yesterday. Neverthe- 
Jess, the buying did not appear to be all 
of this character, and while fresh opera- 
tions of traders on the bull side and the 
incidental forcing to cover of some of 
the shorts put out last week were the 
chief factors in the situation, it is proba- 
ble that more substantial interests had a 
hand in the market. The trading was on 
@ much smaller scale than during the 
strong days of last week, but the fact 
that, despite the small amount of trans- 
actions, prices rose considerably, offered 
additional proof of the scarcity of stocks 
and demonstrated the fact that it is eas- 
fer at present to put stocks up than to 
put them down. 

The market opened without much 
Promise of improvement so far as such 
improvement depended upon any devel- 
opments in the general situation since 
the market closed on Saturday. The in- 
tervention of an American warship at 
Shanghai to prevent a breach of Chinese 
neutrality was “an event calculated to 
temper bullish enthusiasm, but, despite 
the fact that it was much discussed in 
ithe financial district, the event was with- 
jut influence upon the stock market. The 
decline in wheat that occurred during 
the morning was’ practically the only 
favorable development that helped the 
market, and that was hardly sufficient 
fin itself to account for the day’s rise. It 
has been recognized that the damage to 

‘Wheat has been exaggerated, and yester- 
day’s reaction in the cereal was merely 
‘confirmatory of the view already firmly 
held by the majority in Wall Street. 
Yesterday's record seems to show once 
more that the market is inclined to ad- 
Wance; and with conditions even moder- 
ately favorable, will continue to improve.

‘TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Stocks Ativanced with Very Little Ef 
fort—Harriman Stocks Conspicuous. 


Harriman stocks were conspicuous in 
yesterday’s trading, particularly in the last 
hour, when Southern Pacific became very 
active and rose more than two points, from 
the low of the day. This was the more 
noteworthy because of the fact that Lon- 
don had been a considerable seller of both 
Union and Southern Pacific in the earlier 
trading. Heretofore London’s position on 
these stocks had been quite bullish. All 
told, London sold about 15,000 shares and 
bought very little. Apart from’ the Pacifics 
the principal sales were of Atchison and 
Steel. Upon Steel London’s selling had as 
little effect as it had upon Southern Pacific. 
The Street paid little or no attention to the 
labor controversy in several of the trust’s 
mills, probably for the reason that there 
was no suggestion of the trouble spreading 
to other plants than those now involved. 
Steel preferred closed with a net gain of 
a point at 5914, the high price of the day. 


More Tips on Amaigamated. 

Amalgamated Copper was one of the fa- 
vorites with the bulls yesterdav. and for 
those who sought it information was to be 
had early in the day that the stock would 
be put up before the close. It is being said 
by the friends of the stock that it is very 
likely to go to 60 very soon, and that the 


position of the stock is such that the price 
could readily be advanced even much fur- 
ther. Yesterday’s tips on the stock ap- 
peared to be nothing more than a repeti- 
tion of those that were current at the Be- 
rome | of last week, but since then confi- 
dence in the movement in the stock has in- 
creased because of the progress that has 
already been made. 


More Effort Spent by Bears Than Bulls. 

What impressed inany of the observers of 
the market yesterday was the relative ease 
with which the market advanced. In some 
quarters the point was made that if one- 
half the effort that has been made by the 
bears to depress prices during the past 
week had been expended on the bull side 


the market would be three or four points 
higher all around. The contention is that 
stocks now go up very much more easily 
than they go down, and that it has taken 
relatively little effort by those who have 
been supporting the market to put prices 
where they are. 


Little Real Stock Sold on Decline. 

“The action of the market to-day,” re- 
marked one of its critics, ‘‘shows very 
clearly what was the real character of the 
selling that put prices down on Saturday. 
It was only because there was very little 
real stock disposed of on the drop that oc- 
curred at the close of the week that prices 
went up as they did to-day. It was be- 


cause the professional element was princi- 
aoe responsible for the decline and 
rought most of it about by short selling 
that the list was able to rally from the 
very opening of the market this morning.”’ 
The advance was hesitating at first, but 
gained in force as the day advanced, and 
the close was very near the top. 


Call Money at 114 Per Cent. 

For the first time in many days call 
money loaned yesterday above 1 per cent., 
but the rates above that figure were made 
on several small loans, which were not con- 
sidered a fair indication of the market. It 
may be, however, that the advance in the 
call rate to 14%, even though for no consid- 


erable amount, is the first indication, so 
far as the call money market is concerned, 
that the usual hardening of rates that ac- 
companies the Autumn demand for curren- 
cy for crop moving purposes is at hand. 


LAST OR SHIP TRUST SUITS. 


Corporate Litigation Ended—Other Ac- 
tions for Personal Losses. 


The last step in clearing away the tangle 
of corporation litigation in which the af- 
fairs of the United States -Shipbuilding 
Company have been involved for fifteen 
months was taken yesterday, when by the 
agreement of counsel for all parties. the 
bill of complaint filed by the New York 
Security and Trust Company, as trustee, 
against Charles M. Schwab and the United 
States Shipbuilding Company, was dis- 
missed without costs to either side by Judge 
Lacombe, in the United States Circuit 
Court, 

The New York Security and Trust Com- 
pany was trustee of the $10,000,000 bonds 
which Mr. Schwab received for his Bethle- 
hem plant. In addition, a $10,000,000 single 
bond was filed on the Bethlehem concern 
to guarantee so much of the interest on 
the other Schwab bonds as the Bethlehem 
plant had to pay. These bonds lay as 
a second mortgage on the United States 
subject to the 
$14,500,000 general first mortgage bonds, 
and as a first mortgage on the Bethlehem 
plant, which did not come under the gen- 
eral first mortgage. As the shipbuilding 
company was made to guarantee so much 
of the interest on the second mortgage 
bonds as the Bethlehem property could not 
pay out of its own earnings, the arrange- 
ment had the effect of enabling Mr. Schwab 
to force foreclosure of his second mort- 
gage on the shipbuilding company at any 
time that Bethlehem failed to contribute 
its share of the interest, and by virtue of 
the single $10,000,000 bond guaranteeing 
this interest, to take the Bethlehem prop- 
erty back again into its personal posses- 
sion. 

The scheme was attacked before Mr. 
Schwab’s surrender ended the receivership 
litigation, on the ground that the dividends 
of Bethlehem had been held up deliberately 
for the purpose of preventing the payment 
of the interest, Mr. Schwab knowing that, 
inasmuch as the shipbuilding company, 
aside fram the Bethlehem plant, could not 
even meet its interest on the first mortgage 
bonds, it would be quite unable to make up 
the deficiency on the second mortgage 
bonds. 

The shipbuilding case now resolves itself, 
so far as the courts are concerned, into 
personal litigation, and there are suits 
enough of this kind to keep the affair in 
the courts for years. Generally speaking, 
the suits are for recovery of losses on pur- 
chases of the first mortgage bonds and 
hinge on the responsibility for statements 
made in the public prospectus of the com- 
pany, which was issued on June 14, 1902. 


Gov. Odell, like Charles C. Cavanaugh, 
whose action was settled recently through 
a third party. put the responsibility up to 
the Mercantile Trust Company, trustee of 
the bonds, and to members of the law firm 
of Alexander & Green, the attorneys con- 
cerned in the promotion. Other losers, 
notably T. J. Tavshanjan, are suing the 
Commonwealth Trust Company, formerly 
the Trust Company of the ublic, on.the 
ground ‘that it was responsible, while still 
a third class have brought omnibus suits 
against every one whose name appeared in 
connection with the shipyards combination.

Importers Plead for a Lower Duty 
on Ramie Fibre. 


Protest Against Classification as Cotton 
at 45 Per Cent—Say It Resem- 
bles Flax or Hemp. 


The announcement that ‘work has been 
begun on a factory for the manufacture of 
underwear and other goods from ramie 
fibre in Brooklyn by the Ringheim-Schlicht- 
er Company, which now has lérge ramie 
factories in Europe, lends additional inter- 
est to a protest brought before the Board 


of United States General Appraisers yes- 
terday on the classification of ramie fibre, 
which is ready for spinning, but has not 
been further advanced. he protestants 
are Albert Eckstein, Hughes Fawcett, and 
F. A. Strauss. 

It has been the practice of the customs 
authorities to classify ramie fibre as dutia- 
ble at 45 r cent. by similitude to ‘‘ cotton 
sliver. he importers assert that it is du- 
tiable either as a non-enumerated manu- 
factured article at 20 per cent. or by simili- 
tude either as hackled flax at 3 cents a 
pouné or as hackled hemp at $40 a ton. 

hey declare that it more nearly resembles 
flax or hemp than cotton. 

The case is one that will probably be 
fought through the courts, as there no 
specific provision in the tariff law for ramie 
fibre, although in all other forms from yarn 
to finished garments it is provided for. 
H. J. Webster is handling the case for the 
Government.

UNIONS SUSTAIN COMMITTEE 


Engineers and Firemen Demand That 
Subway and Elevated Shall Be 
on Common Basis. 


By an affirmative vote of 405 out of @ 
total membership of 440, with none oppos- 
ing, the members of Locals 105Nof the Di- 
vision of Locomotive Engineers and Di- 
visions 149 and 155 of Locomotive Fire- 
men of the Brotherhoods of Locomotive 
Engineers and Firemen, voted yesterday to 
sustain the committee which has been 
dealing with the management of the Inter- 
borough Company in regard to the employ- 
ment of men in the subway. The voting 
was at the Harlem Arcade, 211 East One 
Hundred and Twenty-first Street, and 
lasted twelve hours, from 10 o’clock in the 
morning. 

All identified with the union denied that 
a strike of the Interborough employes de- 
pended on the result of the voting. 

““We are not voting on any such proposi- 
tion,’”’ said Chief Jencks. ‘‘ At our meeting 
on Saturday it was decided to get an ex- 
pression of opinion in regard to the action 
of the committees on the original agree- 
ment, which dates back to the old Maahat- 
tan Company. The main issues to be set- 
tled are $3.50 a day of nine hours for mo- 
tormen, and seniority. We want the sub- 
way rates to be the same as those cf the 
Interborough system, and not $3 a day of 
ten hours. We also want the Interborough 
to live up to its agreements, written or 
oral, with the train men’s— the Amalgama- 
ted Association of Street and Electric 
Railway Employes of America and the 
Engineers’ and Firemens’ Brotherhoods. 

“We are to-day testing the sentiment 
of our three locals. Here to-morrow at 11 
A. M. we are to meet in secret session the 
brotherhood locals and the trainmen’s or- 
ganization, the Amalgamated. We shall 
then hear a report from Georgé E. Pepper, 
President of Manhattan Division, No. 332, 
of the Amalgamated, who this afternoon 
was in conference with General Manager E 
P. Bryan of the Interborough on lines sim- 
ilar to those we are pursuing in relation to 
rates of pay and hours in the subway. 
We shall not know the result of this confer- 
ence until to-morrow. Further action will 
depend on our decision in secret meeting.” 

Chief Pinney made a similar statement, 
adding: 

“Under the laws of the brotherhood, as 
we have to get the sentiment of the locals 
before endeavoring to have a definite un- 
derstanding with employers, an elevated 
strike appears to be far off. Having ob- 
tained this general sentiment, we shall be 
in a position to frame requests to Mr. 
Bryan. ten 

‘“Getting to the possibility of a refusal by 
the Interborough to entertain our requests, 
the matter, in due order, could be brought 
to the attention of the National officers. 

During the voting at the Arcade yester- 
day the members_of the three locals of the 
Brotherhood were addressed y several 
labor leaders and by Delegates J. F. Raf- 
ferty and David Troth of the Amalgamated 
Manhattan Division, No. 332, who said 
that the Amalgamated was as a unit to 
support the stand taken by the locals. 

President George E. Pepper of Division 
332 of the Amalgamated and three executive 
committeemen met General Manager 
Bryan and Superintendent Frank Hedley in 
the offices of the Interborough yesterday 
afternoon. Before going into conference 
Mr. Pepper ridiculed the idea of an elevated 
railway strike. They were in session_an 
hour, and y left — secretly. Mr. 
Pepper said last n : 

- Things look kind of good. We will see 
Mr. Bryan again to-merrow.” 

Mr. Pepper was in fill-humor about the 
activity of Superintendent Merritt of the 
subway in hiring men at the employment 
office at 16 Dey Street. August Belmont 
said yesterday that he Was satisfied that all 
existing differences between the Interbor- 
ough employes and the company would be 
satisfactorily adjusted.

Italian Accused of Killing When En- 
raged from Jealousy. 


Tony Tobinie, Italian, fifty-four years 
old, a priso in the Tombs, accused 
of the murder’of his brothér, Frederick, 
who was twenty years his junior. Freder- 
ick was killed in the tenement house at 
252 West Forty-seventh Street, and when 
the police went to arrest Tony the other 
occupants were so incensed that they had 
considerable difficulty in getting him away 
after the arrest. e 

The younger brother might have died 
from any one of his dozen wounds. The 
attack was witnessed by Maria, the wife 
of..the accused brother, and his daughter, 
Anna. Neighbors told the police that Tony 
was jealous of his brother and Mrs. To- 
binie. The wife made a statement after 
the arrest, in which she declared that 
her husband's act was unprovoked and 
that he first stunned Frederick with a 
blow from a beer bottle while the victim’s 
back was turned, and then attacked him 
with a carving knife. Her husband, she 
said, had been drinking for several days. 

When the police arriyed Frederick was 
unconscious on the kitchen floor. A cll 
for an ambulance brought Dr, Zinsser from 
the Roosevelt Hospital, who worked over 
the wounded man for half an hour before 
he died. 

“He was literally cut to pieces,” said 
the physician. 

Mrs. Tobinie gave the alarm. When her 
husband, according to her story, struck 
Frederick down she ran screaming into the 
hall. Sergt. Carter, who made the arrest, 
had considerable difficulty in subduing 
Tony. When he was finally quieted the 
Sergeant suggested to Mrs. Tobinie that 
she get some more clothes for the prisoner. 
When a messenger returned with a shirt 
and she learned it was for her husband 
and not for the dead man, she threw it on 
the floor. 

Coroner Scholer remanded Tony to the 
Tombs and committed the wife and daugh- 
ter to the House of Detention as witnesses.

DESPITE NON-UNION MEN 


Only 700 Head of Cattle Killed 
Here Last Week. 


CRISIS FAIRLY REACHED 


Western Market Receipts Fail Off— 
Trust Firms Get ‘Steamboat to 
House Men. 


In spite of their utmost efforts, covering 
all parts of the country, to get men to fill 
the places of the striking butchers, the 
trust packers can find so few substitutes 
that they are practically at a standstill. 
On account of the scarcity of freshly killed 
beef on hand, the United Dressed Beef 
Company and the Schwarzschild & Sulz- 
berger Co. are sending out refrigerator 
beef almost entirely, ‘The packers, it is 
said, are killing about one-seventh of their 
usual supply of beef. Last week 700 head 
of cattle were slaughtered, the ordinary 
number for a single day under normal 
conditions. : 

Notwithstanding the conceded fact that 
a@ crisis has been reached, Vice President 
Frederick Joseph of the Schwarzschild firm 
said yesterday that the strike was as good 
as won for the packers, and declared that 
a decrease of 2 cents a pound in the price 
of certain sorts of beef demonstrated that 
tke packers were undisturbed by the strike. 
The Chicago and Kansas City packing 
houses, he said, were doing a normal busi- 
ness, 2 

The non-union men who have been em- 
Ployed by the packers to break the strike 
have been living on barges, and upon rep- 
resentations made to the Health Depart- 
ment that conditions on these boats were 
unsanitary, Inspectors made a thorough ir- 
vestigation yesterday. As a result, it is 
said, the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger Com- 
pany have been informed that the barges 
are inadequately protected against fire, and 
otherwise unfit to live on, and that they 
must get a steamboat for their men. Tie 
big Sound steamboat C. H. Northam, which 
will accommodate 1,000 persons, left New 
Heven last night for this city, where, ac- 
cording to New Haven reports, she witli 
be used to house the strike breakers. The 
boat had been used by the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad as a hocel 
for the men who took the places of the 
striking boilermakers. 

The strike trouble was the occasion of 
considerable violence yesterday. A crowd 
of thirty or more of the strikers attacked 
and overturned a Schwarzschild & Sulzber- 
ger delivery wagon at Second Avenue and 
Fifty-first Street in the afternoon, and 
the mounted policeman on guard was pow- 
erless to stop the row until two other 
police officers jumped off a passing trolley 
car and ran to his assistance. Two of the 
attacking party were capturég and taken 
to the Yorkville Court, where they were 
held in $1,000 bail. At First Avenue and 
Forty-eighth Street, earlier in the day, a 
negro strike breaker was set upon, knocked 


down and kicked almost into insensibility 
before policemen rescued him. 

The strikers say that forty-eight dis- 
possess notices have served upon union 
workmen who live in houses owned by the 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger Company, the 
warrants being ‘returnable to-day before 
Justice Herman Joseph in the Seventh Dis- 
trict Municipal Court. The men threaten 
to get out an injunction to enjoin the com- 
pany. Vice President Joseph of the com- 
pany says that only fourteen dispossess 
warrants were obtained, and that but two 
of se tenants were strikers. These two, 
he said, have since paid their rent and pro- 
ceedings have been dropped. 

At a meeting of the Joint Advisory Board 
of the Butchers’ Workmen an appeal to the 
public was drawn up and will be circulated 
throughout the city. The kosher butchers 
have proclaimed a boycott against the 
packers, because, it is said, the supply of 
this specially prepared meat is inadequate. 
The independent packers in the meantime, 
against whom there is no strike, are work- 
ing to their fullest cdpacity.

PACKERS ASK _ INJUNCTION. 


Seek to Prevent Chicago’s Interference 
with Housing of Employes. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—Chicago meat pack- 
ers to-day asked for an injunction pre- 
venting the City of Chilecago from inter- 
ferring with the housing of employes in 
stockyard plants during the continuance 
of the butchers’ strike. 

The ‘injunction was asked in the name 
of the Hammond Packing Company, and it 
insisted that the companies were violat- 
ing no law, and were acting entirely with- 
in their rights. 

AttorNeys for the city charged in their 
reply to the application for the injunction 
that the building of the Hammond Company 
did not contain the requisite number of fire 
escapes, stairs, or windows called for by 
the ordinance; that the second floor with 
only one flight of stairs leadi from it, 
contained 130 cots, and that the danger 
from fire was constant and immediate. 

Arguments were heard by Judge Bren- 

no for three hours and they will be 
ontinued to-morrow.

Remaining Members of Bermuda Colony 
En Route for Orange Free State. 


Eight Boers, the last to be released of 
the several thousand who were transported 
to Bermuda by the English after the war 
in South Africa, arrived in this city yes- 
terday on the steamship Trinidad. Through 
the kindness of Clarence E. Schermerhorn 
of Philadelphia they were able to leave the 
place of their captivity and to return to 
South Africa. All of the eight refused to 
take the oath of allegiance to the English 
crown, and, therefore, will not be allowed 
to,settle in the old Boer republic. They will 

ke new homes in the Orange Free State. 

he men who arrived are John L. Pre- 
toria, J. Du Tort, J. Meyer, P. Launspah, 
L. Roux, J. V. de Marwe, A. Smit, and S. 
Thompson. During the few days they re- 
main in this country they will be the guests 
of the Rev. Dr. Boynton of Freeport, Z. i. 

When all the Boers of the Bermuda col- 
ony who would take the oath of allegiance 
had been sent to their old homes there still 
remained sixteen who swore that they 
would die in the strange island rather than 
become British subjects. For a time the 
Government fed and clothed them, but at 
last discharged the remaining number. No 
means of transportation was given them, 
however,,and they were told never again 
to go to the Transvaal. The Boers worked 
at anything they could find to get money to 
leave the island, but everywhere they ap- 
plied for work, when their identity was dis- 


vered, they were refused. Eight of them 
received money from home and returned 
there a month ago. The other eight were 
without clothes and almost starving when 
Mr. Schermerhorn met them. He interested 
a Dutch society in their affairs and con- 
tributed himself to a fund which was at 
once created to pay for their transporta- 


tion.

They said they were Maria Giovanni, 
thirty years old, and her daughter, also 
named Maria, ten years, and Elena Ange- 
lona, twenty-eight years. The women told 
the Magistrate they came from a gypsy 
camp on the outskirts of Newark, but they 
all talked Italian, and Agent Ebberty de- 
clared they were. not gypsies of a regular 
tribe. The two women were held in $200 


bail each for examination this afternoon 
on a charge of using a child for purposes 
of mendicancy, and the little girl was sent 
to the Children’s Society. 

When the child was about to be taken 
away the mother made a scene. She threw 
herself on the floor, tore her. clothing, 
beat her face with her clenched fists, and 
screamed so she could be heard for a block.
